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How I Study My Bible 
By 
Martin R. DeHaan 


Dz DeHAAN was 
a highly success- 
ful physician in 
Grand Rapids until 
his conversion during 
a serious illness in 
1922. Shortly there- 
after he _ sold his 
practice, entered the- 
ological seminary, and the gospel minis- 
try. In 1938 he began the Detroit Bible 
Class, which sponsored a weekly radio 
broadcast. It has since grown into the 
“Radio Bible Class,” one of the most wide- 
ly heard gospel programs on the air. 





HERE are numerous rules of Bible 

study with which those who would 
be skillful in the use of the Sword of the 
Spirit should be thoroughly familiar. But 
one stands out from the rest as perhaps 
the most useful in avoiding error and 
arriving at the Spirit’s meaning. This 
rule, which I have sought to follow in 
all my study of the Word, I have called 
the Rule of Tripie Approach. Simply 
stated, it is this: 

1. Every scripture has one primary in- 
terpretation. 

2. Every scripture may have many 
practical applications. 

3. Frequently the passage has a pro- 
phetic revelation. 

Seeking the primary interpretation be- 
fore making the application will avoid 
all kinds of serious error. Emphasis on 
one of these three rules to the neglect 
or avoidance of the other two may lead 
to an unbalanced and erroneous in- 
terpretation. 

To see only the primary interpretation 
may make one orthodox, but unless we 
can make the practical application to 
ourselves and others, it will be merely 
a dead orthodoxy. To emphasize the ap- 
plication only, without regard to the 
primary interpretation, will lead to un- 
scriptural activity, enthusiasm and zeal 
without knowledge. To limit oneself to 
the prophetic revelation leads to a top- 
heaviness and eschatological vagaries and 
foolishness. 

We are, therefore, to recognize the 
wide scope of Scripture and the purpose 
for which the Spirit of God has given 
it. We are to seek first of all what the 
Spirit has to convey to us. This is the 
primary interpretation. Then, secondly, 
we should inquire as to what the Spirit 
wants us to learn for ourselves per- 
sonally from this revelation. And then, 
finally, we should inquire into the teach- 
ing of the Holy Spirit as to the relation 
of the passage to the future. 

Observe this rule of triple approach 
and it will prevent a great deal of mis- 
understanding. To see only the primary 
interpretation makes one deep but cold. 
To see only the practical applications 
without regard to the interpretation may 
make one warm but shallow. To see only 
the prophetic revelation will make one 
sensational but narrow. 

May the Lord make us as serious in 
our Bible study as we would be in pre- 
paring for our life work and vocation.

Peace has been the dream of ages— 
but only a dream. For two thousand years 
the star has been shining and nothing has 
come of it. Or has something come of it? 
I wonder.... 

Those were the words of Raymond 
Clapper, one of America’s most widely 
read columnists, written during Christ- 
mas week, 1941, in the days immediately 
following Pearl Harbor, as he frankly 
suggested a moratorium on Christmas 
while the world was at war. 

If Christmas is only a symbol of peace 
among men, then Mr. Clapper’s words 
were right—and are still right. Christmas 
should be forgotten. In a world divided 
» and far from peace, Christmas is folly. 
| We should quit the sham and erase it 
| from our calendar. 

' But Christmas is more than a symbol 
' of peace between nations and men. It is 
» the symbol of peace with God. 

'. Christ did not come as a babe to Beth- 
/ lehem to bring world-wide peace. He 
| Himself said that He came not to bring 
» peace but a sword. Christ is the great 
4 divider of men, and all down through 
' history men have been divided against 
» each other, family against family, brother 
against sister, father against son, because 
certain ones have declared their alle- 
giance to Jesus Christ at the sacrifice 
of unity with others who disbelieved. But 
though Christ is the divider of men, He 
is the uniter to God. 

Even the familiar Christmas text is 
very commonly misunderstood. In Luke 
» 2:14 we have recorded the song of the 
f angels as heard by the shepherds: “Glory 
_ to God in the highest, and on earth peace, 
good will toward men.” On the basis of 
this verse primarily, men have considered 
that the purpose of Christmas is to estab- 
lish the ideal of world peace. But stu- 
dents of the Scriptures know that the 
» angels said, “Peace on earth toward men 
of good will.’ As Dr. H. A. Ironside 
| clearly shows in his article “Peace of 
- Heart,” there can be no peace among men 
- until we are at peace with God. 

This is the true message of Christmas— 
so dimly seen by Raymond Clapper and

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thousands like him. Christ came into the 
world to make peace with God through 
His death on the cross. Christmas is no 
sham or mockery. It is a glorious reality 
for all redeemed sinners. We commemo- 
rate at Christmas the birth of the One 
who came to make, in His death, peace 
with God and to provide for His children 
the peace of God. 


Christmas Present to Japan 


The first Japanese Bibles printed in the 
United States are now off the press and 
should reach Japan by Christmas. The 
150,000 books would just nicely fill eight 
boxcars; they represent an outlay of 440,- 
000 pounds of Bible paper, more *paper 
than the American Bible Society used in 
a normal pre-war year for all its Bibles 
in various languages. 

Requests from Japan immediately fol- 
lowing the war called for 150,000 Bibles 
and 2,500,000 New Testaments. The So- 
ciety has already forwarded 1,200,000 Tes- 
taments, besides 700,000 separate Gospels. 

This shipment to Japan will highlight 
observance of Universal Bible Sunday 
December 14. Sponsored each year by 
the Bible Society, the special observance 
in churches will this year not only cele- 
brate our possession of the Bible and its 
blessings, but will stress the unfinished 
task of supplying Bibles to meet the 
urgent demand in other parts of the 
globe. 

Last July it was estimated that 7,000,000 
Bibles were needed immediately, 5,000,000 
of them for Germany alone. Since the 
days of Luther, Germany has been the 
foremost Bible producing nation on the 
continent, yet now she is without re- 
sources or materials to meet her own 
need. We know that only the Word of 
God, distributed and printed in Germany, 
can ever fill the vacuum left there by 
years of godless political and religious 
tyranny. This need must be met. 


Not Peace but Righteousness 


The wisdom that is from above is first 
pure, then peaceable-——James 3:17. 
The work of righteousness shall be 


peace; and the effect of righteousness 
quietness and assurance forever.—Isaiah 
Sect?. 

In all the clamor for peace these days, 
are we not forgetting that there is a goal 
higher than peace? The world has no 
right to peace so long as it rejects God’s 
righteousness. It is righteousness that 
exalts a nation, and peace is but a by- 
product of righteousness, not an end in 
itself. (Even a righteous war would be 
better than an unholy peace.) 

The principle which holds true for na- 
tions applies also to the individual. 
“Therefore being justified [declared 
righteous] by faith, we have peace with 
God through our Lord Jesus Christ” 
(Rom, 5:1). The individual who wants 
God’s peace must first be made right 
before God. 

In our daily experience as Christians we 
are to seek the kingdom of God and His 
righteousness, and all other things will 
be added unto us. As we seek to live 
righteously before God He will garrison 
our hearts and minds with His peace. 
This is the consistent and constant teach- 
ing of Scripture. : 

The world has forgotten this truth. 
There is a desperate seeking after peace- 
ful relations between nations, but only a 
careless concern about right living. God’s 
great desire for men is that they may 
enjoy to the fullest extent the peace 
which only He can give. But all that He 
does for men must be on a righteous 
basis, since He Himself is righteous and 
holy. 


New Trend in Tracts 


For as long as anyone can recall, one 
of the means whereby Christians have 
propagated their faith has been through 
the distribution of brief, printed, gospel 
messages. Tracts, we call them. 

There have been hundreds of millions 
of these little messages passed out—with 
their varying appeals aimed to present to 
men in every circumstance of life the 
challenging claims of the gospel. Their 
style has varied from small one-page 
leaflets to four or eight pages or more, 
but by and large until the last decade 
they have been uniformly unattractive. 

In the past ten years there has been 
a definite trend toward improving the ap- 
pearance of tracts through better print- 
ing, wiser choice of type faces, and the 
free use of color and artwork. The results 
have justified the expense. Well-designed 
tracts have often been kept and read 
when unattractive ones were discarded. 

A large percentage of the tracts that 
are available today fall into the classi- 
fication of what one prominent leader re- 
cently called “Indian tracts’—the kind 
that “creep up on you.” Starting with 
some news event, some unusual fact, or 
readable story, they beguile people into 
reading, in the hope that enough interest 
will be created in the opening paragraph 
to hold attention through the brief pres- 
entation of the gospel that follows. 

The idea seems to be: People aren’t 
interested in the gospel, so we'll get them 
reading something they are interested in, 
and then try to slip in the gospel before 
they lay the tract down. The approach is 
artificial, rather than genuine. 
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Almost anything will do for the open- 
ing—anything from startling facts about 
the world’s largest building to some dra- 
matic rescue at sea. But half way down 
page two they all run into a common 
mold: two or three Scripture verses, a 
word of warning, and an appeal to accept 
Jesus Christ. 

That such tracts have brought genuine 
conversions is unquestionable. Nor is 
there anything unethical in their use. 
They fill a place of great usefulness. But 
there is a growing feeling today that they 
are inadequate for use with certain large 
classes of people. 


Publishers Are Doing Something 

These are troubled days when men are 
interested, at least in a vague way, in 
religion. Men who once spurned tracts 
are now willing to sit down and read a 
reasoned presentation of the hope Chris- 
tians have in Christ. Men are sincerely 
groping for answers to their problems. 

Realizing this, publishers are issuing 
longer tracts which deal more directly 
with the very real and understandable 
human problems that most men face— 
such problems as moral weakness, divorce, 
hate, love, and war. They offer the 
scriptural explanation to each human 
problem in a manner that cannot be done 
on two or three pages. 

It is felt that men and women outside 
the church have a right to a careful ex- 
planation of what Christians believe and 
why. We have done far too little in the 
past to convince men of the truth. We 
know that the Bible is the Word of God. 
We know that only as the Holy Spirit 
takes it and illumines men’s hearts can 
they be saved. We also know God’s 
promise that His Word will not return 
void, but will accomplish that where- 


unto He sends it. And too often we have 
been content to scatter little tracts with 
a verse or two of Scripture in them here 
and there, trusting that the Holy Spirit 
will take God’s Word and use it in some- 
body’s heart. 

But we can use the Word wisely—or 
less wisely. Such distribution is good. 
But in most cases how much better it 
would be to give out tracts that start 
with a genuine heart cry from the depths 
of a man’s dissatisfied life, and lead him 
on, step by step, to Christ. 

On the Emmaus road long ago Jesus 
might have told His troubled disciples, 
“Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ and 
thou shalt be saved,” as Paul and Silas 
did when the awakened prison keeper 
asked them the way of salvation. But 
that text would not have met the need 
on Easter morning. Instead, Christ an- 
swered the confusion of His two friends 
by an extended discussion that satisfied 
their minds and: warmed their hearts. 

In the past five years the Catholic In- 
formation Society has begun publication 
of a series of larger pamphlets which are 
being circulated by the hundreds of thou- 
sands. The appeal of these tracts is to 
men’s thinking. Pressing problems of 
life are dealt with, and the answer is 
given in a logical and reasoned way from 
the Catholic viewpoint. The tremendous 
popularity of this series of pamphlets 
bears testimony to the fact that men who 
need the Word of God need more than a 
disjointed quotation of Scripture verses. 
They want explanations, reasons and 
carefully prepared scriptural answers. 

Is it not possible that we as evangelicals 
have neglected this phase of the tract 
ministry? Without destroying any of the 
emphasis on the value of the Word of 
God or the necessity of the Holy Spirit’s

Is“Peace on earth, good will toward men” a sham, 
or is it the key to the problems of our lives? 


S IT POSSIBLE, in a world of unrest and 
perplexity, to enjoy uninterrupted 
peace of heart and mind, no matter 
what the circumstances’ through 
which we are called to pass? 

Many would at once reply in the nega- 
tive. But God, who is Himself the God 
of peace and who is undisturbed by all 
the storms of this lower sphere, has 
declared in His holy Word that there is 
such a desirable state, to be entered into 
and enjoyed by the one who lives in 
obedience to His commands and fixes the 
mind upon Him. “Great peace have they 
which love thy law; and nothing shall 
offend them” (or cause them to stumble) 
(Ps. 119:165). “Thou wilt keep him in 
perfect peace, whose mind is stayed on 
thee: because he trusteth in thee” (Isa. 
26:3). 

This is not just an unattainable ideal 
which is never to be fully reached in 
this world; for saints of God in all ages 
have borne testimony to the reality of an 
experience of freedom from all fear and

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anxiety as they have walked in hallowed 
fellowship with God, committing every 
detail of their lives to Him in the sim- 
plicity of childlike faith. 

But there can be no true and lasting 
peace of heart and mind unless there is, 
first of all, peace of conscience in regard 
to the sin question. As long as there is a 
sense of guilt, of sin uncleansed, there 
will always be a measure of concern and 
anxiety. Therefore of all unsaved men 
it is written, “The way of peace have 
they not known” (Rom. 3:17). 

In Isaiah 40 to 48, Jehovah looks upon 
all who go after false gods, and gives 
His verdict in 48:22: “There is no peace, 
saith the Lord, unto the wicked.” In 
chapters 49 to 57 Christ is presented as 
the sinner’s only hope, and of all who 
turn from Him it is written, “There is 
no peace, saith my God, to the wicked” 
(57:21). No peace for anyone who puts 
any other object whatsoever in the place 
of God Himself! No peace for any who 
spurn the Redeemer God has provided! 

Yet men are deluded, often, by a false 
peace. Mistaking the brass of self- 
deception for the gold of confidence in 
God, they persuade themselves that all

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is right, when in reality all is wrong. 
They cry, “Peace, peace; when there is no 
peace” (Jer. 8:11). And they boast of 
peace and safety when judgment is about 
to fall upon them because of the sins 
which, they fondly hope, God is too good 
to remember, even though they reject 
the salvation He has provided in Christ 
(I Thess. 5:3). 

By closing their eyes to the dangers 
surrounding them’ they try to make 
themselves believe such dangers are 
averted. Thus they go on deceiving 
themselves with the vain assurance that 
there is nothing to fear, and that all is 
well; while all the time they are exposed 
to the righteous judgment of God be- 
cause of unforgiven sin and failure to 
turn to Him in repentance. 


Can We Really Know the Way? 


The way of peace is so plainly marked 
in God’s Word that “the wayfaring men, 
though fools, shall not err therein” (Isa. 
35:8). The reason many of us miss it is 
because we fail to accept and obey the 
instruction given, and then we insist on 
endeavoring to find a way of our own 
whereby we may reach this greatly 
desired end. 

But when, at long last, saddened and 
disillusioned as to our own ability to make 
our peace with God by self-effort, we 
turn to Christ alone, we find that He is 
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our peace. Being justified by faith, we 
have peace with God and rejoice in 
assured salvation, as we realize that we 
stand before God freed from every charge 
that once was against us. 


“A mind at perfect peace with God, 
Oh, what a word is this! 

A sinner reconciled by blood, 
This, this, indeed, is peace.” 


Until we know the blessedness of this 
peace of conscience we can never enjoy 
peace of heart as we pass through this 
world of strife and unrest. 

Yet many fail to enter into and enjoy 
peace with God because, according to 
their way of thinking, the plan of salva- 
tion as set forth in the Scriptures appears 
to be altogether too simple. Refusing to 
rest upon what God has declared, they 
go about endeavoring to find some 
way whereby they may propitiate 
divine justice and earn their own 
deliverance from the punishment 
their sins deserve. 

It is a remarkable fact that men 
who dare not rest on the Word 
of Him who cannot lie, will never- 
theless put confidence in the dicta of 
some church or system of religion. By 
obedience to some man-made regulations 
or acceptance of some uninspired tradi- 
tion, they seek to rest upon that which 
will leave them at last without hope or 
assurance as they go out into eternity 
to meet the God they have sinned against. 

To these, salvation by grace alone, 
through faith in Christ, who gave Him- 
self to redeem us from all iniquity, seems 
far too easy a way. Imagining they must 
add something to the finished work of 
Calvary in order to secure their salvation, 
they try first one thing and then another, 
vainly hoping to do for themselves what 
Christ has done already. 

An old writer depicts such self-effort 
in the following verse: 


“I was waiting once for pardon, 
I was hoping to be saved, 
Waiting though my heart would harden, 
Hoping danger might be braved; 
Till by God’s own truth confounded, 
I, a sinner, stood confessed; 
Richly then His grace abounded, 
Jesus gave me perfect rest. 


“°Tis not doing, ’tis not praying, 
’*Tis not weeping saves the soul; 
God is now His grace displaying, 
Jesus died to make thee whole. 
Look to Him and life works follow, 
Look to Him without delay; 
Look to Him and ere tomorrow 
Thou will weep and praise and pray.” 


Until one rests in Christ alone for 
salvation, all self-efforts are but dead 
works, which can never avail to give 
peace with God. But when the anxious 
one looks away from self entirely and 
puts all His trust in the One whom God 
has raised up from the dead to be a 
Prince and a Saviour, he enters into the 
peace that Jesus Himself made, when 
on the cross the chastisement of our 
peace was laid upon Him (Isa. 53:5). 

Then indeed one ceases from his own 
works, when he learns that the work that 
saves was all completed when the blessed 
Son of God cried in triumph: “It is 
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finished.” 

To attempt to add to a finished work 
is but to spoil it. Since God is satisfied 
to save sinners on the ground of what 
His Son has done, why should we not be 
satisfied with that which satisfies Him? 
Not until we realize the perfection of the 
work Jesus did, will our peace be com- 
plete and undisturbed, so far as the 
question of the forgiveness of our sins 
is concerned. 


Will the Peace of God Last? 


Many there are who have learned thus 
to rest in the finished work of Christ, 
who are, nevertheless, fretted and dis- 
turbed by the trials of the way. They are 
filled with doubts and fears as they 
journey on through the wilderness of this 
world, not lest their souls should be lost 

at last, but lest they should be 
overwhelmed by the circum- 
stances they have to face as they 
struggle against the trials and the 
difficulties that beset them on 
every hand. 
What is needed now is to realize 
that the same God who has saved 
us is watching over us as a tender Father, 
and that nothing can touch us but what 
His love allows. 

With the sin question settled for 
eternity, we are now called upon to cast 
every care on Him who careth for us, 
and who has said, “Cast [or roll] thy 
burden upon the Lord, and he shall sus- 
tain thee” (Ps. 55:22). It is a great 
moment in the soul’s experience when the 
lesson is learned that “all things work 
together for good to them that love God, 
to them who are the called according 
to his purpose” (Rom. 8:28). Once this 
precious truth is laid hold of in faith, we 
can give thanks always for all things 
(Eph. 5:20), assured that nothing can 
come to us but that which His love sees 
will be for our eventual blessing. 

When trials press hard upon us and 
afflictions are sore, our resource is in 
prayer. We read: “Be careful [or anxious] 
for nothing; but in everything by 
prayer and_ supplication with 
thanksgiving let your requests be 
made known unto God, and the 
peace of God, which passeth all 
understanding, shall keep your 
hearts and minds through Christ Jesus” 
(Phil. 4:6). 

Peace with God was made by the blood 
of the cross (Col. 1:20). The peace of 
God is that rest of heart and mind which 
is the abiding portion of those who learn 
to receive everything as from a loving 
Father’s hand, and who in times of stress 
and strain cease from worrying and 
instead take everything to God in believ- 
ing prayer. He knows it all beforetime, 
but He delights to have His children 
come to Him in a trustful spirit and speak 
to Him of all that weighs upon their 
hearts, in order that He may minister 
the comfort which He alone can give. 

We sing, sometimes: 


“Take your burden to the Lord 
And leave it there.” 


This is all-important. It is useless to 
pray about our troubles and then go on 
worrying over them. We gain nothing 
by this. 


But we enter into peace as we commit 
all to the Lord, and then leave it with 
Him to act for us according to His own 
infinite love and wisdom. When we do 
this, we will be able to understand what 
the psalmist meant when he sang: 
“Surely I have behaved and quieted my- 
self, as a child that is weaned of his 
mother: my soul is even as a weaned 
child” (Ps. 131:2). 


For the babe, the process of weaning 


is a hard experience. Deprived of its 
natural nourishment, the child frets and 
fumes and even refuses the new nutri- 
ment offered. But when actually weaned 
of its mother, there is no more restless 
rebellion against changed conditions. The 
little one settles down in peace and 
quietness to enjoy the food provided. 

We are all prone to rebel against God’s 
dealings with us, but so long as this is 
true of us we never know real peace of 
heart. When we bow in submission to 
the will of God, realizing that His way is 
always best, we are enabled to rest in a 
sense of His loving care and in the 
knowledge that He is ever concerned 
about our welfare. 

In other words, we need to trust Him 
even when we cannot understand why He 
permits certain unpleasant things to 
come into our lives. Then we can sing: 


“O the peace my Saviour gives, 
Peace I never knew before; 

And the way has brighter grown, 
Since I learned to trust Him more.” 


Are We Denying Reality? 


Many modern cults teach men to seek 
for peace by ignoring facts, by trying to 
persuade themselves that sin, sickness 
and even death itself are unreal, mere 
errors of mortal mind. By denying the 
reality of the trials they are called to 
face, they may become so self-deceived 
that they enjoy for a time a numbness 
of spirit, which they mistake for true 
peace, only to find, at last, that they have 
followed those who cry, “Peace, peace, 
when there is no peace.” 

It is a delusion to suppose that 
because I have become unconscious 
of certain conditions, they no 
longer exist. One under the influ- 
ence of a strong opiate or power- 
ful anesthetic may be quite un- 

aware of a terrible disease gnawing at 
his vitals, but the trouble remains un- 
relieved. One may fancy all is well with 
him morally or spiritually, because de- 
ceived by some false belief that acts in 
a similar way upon heart and mind; but 
it is only a false peace which will result 
in a sad awakening at last. 

It is quite otherwise with those who, 
knowing God as Father, and Christ as 
Saviour, commit all their affairs to the 
Lord and rest upon His sure Word that 
He will never leave nor forsake them. 
Our peace will be perfect if we trust 
Him completely. 

When our Lord was born into this 
world the angelic host proclaimed, 
“Peace on earth, good will to men.” It 
was a fitting introduction for the Son 
given and the Child born who was to be 
called the Prince of Peace. Yet nearly 
two thousand years have elapsed since 
His advent and this world seems farther 
from peace than ever. : 
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Tragic, indeed, have been the centuries 
since this glorious proclamation was 
heard by the simple shepherds of 
Bethlehem. What, then, has become of 
the promise and when, if ever, will it be 
fulfilled? 

When Jesus sent out the seventy, He 
told them to salute the householders 
whom they visited by saying, “Peace be 
to this house.” If the son of peace was 
there and they were welcomed as the 
King’s messengers, peace would abide 
upon that home. But if the son of peace 
was not there and their greeting was 
spuraed, the peace would return to them. 

May we not say that this pictured what 
took place as to Christ Himself? He 
came unto His own with a greeting of 
peace. But the son of peace was not here 
whei Jesus came. He was not made 
welcome, nor were men ready to listen 
to His message. By refusing Him they 
refised the peace He offered. 

So, as He was about to go to the cross, 
we hear Him saying, “Think not that I 
am come to send peace... but a sword.” 
Anc He predicted that until His second 
advent the world would be subject to 
wars and rumors of wars, nation rising 
against nation and kingdom against 
kingdom; on the earth distress of nations 
with perplexity—literally, “no way out,” 
as the last word means in the original. 

Christ’s words have had and are having 
still a terrible fulfillment. No matter 
what efforts may be made by statesmen 
anxious to bring about a peaceful condi- 
tion in the world and to provoke good 
understanding among the nations, their 
best attempts are doomed to failure so 
long as He whoealone can bring peace to 


» this troubled world is still rejected. 


As He rode into Jerusalem, in what 
has been called His triumphant entry, 
our Lord was greeted as the promised 


» son of David; but the children sang, 


“Peace in heaven!” Up there all is per- 
fect calm. God is on the throne and 
nothing disturbs His equanimity. He 
waits for the hour when His Son will 
return to the world that crucified Him, 
to bring in everlasting peace. 

This will be brought about by the 
destruction of all Gentile power and the 
setting up of the long-promised kingdom 
of God on the earth. Then shall Israel, 
so long oppressed, come into fullness of 
blessing; and the peace of Jerusalem, for 
which we are taught to pray, will be an 
accomplished fact; while the glorified 
Lord will speak peace to the nations and 
tule the world in righteousness. 

Toward this glorious event the Scrip- 
tures point. It may be far nearer than 
we realize. Undoubtedly, the hour is 
later than many think. Soon the Prince 
of Peace will return and earth’s long 
night of travail will be ended and the 
era of peace begin. 

And while we wait for God’s Son from 
heaven, it is our glad mission to go to a 
Tebellious world “preaching peace by 
Jesus Christ,” and to enjoy in our own 
hearts that peace of which He spoke 
when He said to His disciples, before He 
went out to the garden and the cross, 
“Peace I leave with you, my peace I give 
unto you.” This is our abiding portion as 
we put our heart’s trust in Him and 
commit all our ways into His loving care.

When God Became a Servant 


HO IS Jesus Christ? Down 

through the centuries this 

question has been a theologi- 

cal storm center. And it is be- 
ing more hotly contested than ever in 
our own day. The doctrine of the person 
of Christ is the very citadel of our Chris- 
tian faith. 

Only through Jesus can we enter 
into a real knowledge of God (John 
14:6). If we reject His revelation of 
Himself in Christ, we are left strand- 
ed on the shifting sands of theistic 
speculation where one man’s guess is as 
good as another’s. 

The value of Christ’s work rests upon 
the nature of His person. It makes all 
the difference in the world whether we 
hold with the liberals that Jesus was 
but a great and good man, reflecting as 
upon the surface of a broad lake many 
of the stars of divinity, or whether we 
maintain as Bible-believing Christians 
that He is none other than the eternally 
begotten Son of God, an illimitable sky 
possessed of all the stars of deity. “In 
him dwelleth all the fullness of the God- 
head bodily” (Col. 2:9). 

Many people are perfectly willing to 
follow a humanized Christ of speculation, 
yet balk at committing themselves for 
time and eternity to the Christ of revela- 
tion. But man has no substitute for God’s 
Substitute.

In the Bible we find Jesus Christ pre- 
sented as one person with two natures, 
the divine and the human, each in its 
completeness and integrity, the two be- 
ing organically and indissolubly united 
so no third nature is formed (like hydro- 
gen and oxygen uniting to form water, 


The divine paradox in Christ explains 


the two reasons why He came to earth 


or blue and yellow merging into green). 
This in substance is the orthodox doc- 
trine of the person of Christ, formulated 
at the Council of Chalcedon about the 
middle of the fifth century and adhered 
to by evangelical Christians ever since. 


Twofold Necessity for the Incarnation 


The necessity for the incarnation was 
twofold: to reveal God to man, and to 
redeem man to God. 

Before men could be redeemed to God 
it was imperative that God be revealed 
to men. Deity had to be brought within 
the range of human understanding. 

From the very beginning God had 
been partially revealing Himself to man- 
kind in one way or another. Far back 
in the dim mists of antiquity He spoke 
to favored individuals; and then as the 
centuries rolled on, He raised up for 
Himself a chosen people through whom 
He might make His will and ways known 
to the world at large. Old Testament 


history, cumbered as it is with the 


wreckage of human sin and failure, is F 


nevertheless the story of how God mani- 

fested Himself to the people of Israel 

through their outstanding leaders and 
prophets. 

But in the very nature of things it was 
utterly out of the question for God 
to disclose Himself in the fullness 
of His moral and spiritual perfec- 
tions through purely human media. 
No mere man, regardless of how 
good or great he might be, could 

possibly serve as a channel for the reve- 

lation of the infinite love and holiness 
of God. 

As well expect Paderewski to pour out 
all the wealth of his genius upon a doll’s 
piano, or John Sebastian Bach to make a 
penny whistle an adequate vehicle for 
the audible transmission of those mar- 
velous compositions of his that tax the 


utmost capacities of the world’s greatest f 


organs even faintly to express. 

Scripture is unmistakably clear on the 
point that the cross was the objective 
of the incarnation. “And ye know that 
he was manifested [ie., became incar- 
nate] to take away our sins” (I John 
3:5). Christ came from heaven that He 
might by the blood of His cross open the 
way for us to go to heaven. 

It was necessary for Christ to come 
in the flesh in order that as Representa- 
tive Man He might in man’s behalf pay 
the full penalty of sin. His deity, furth- 
ermore, gave infinite value to the suf-

ferings that He endured as our Sub- 
stitute. For never must we forget that 
sin, being against an infinitely holy God, 
incurred infinite guilt. 


The Self-Emptying of Christ 

We read in Philippians 2:6, 7 (A.R.V.) 
that Christ, “existing in the form of God, 
counted not the being on an equality 
with God a thing to be grasped [i.e., re- 
tained], but emptied himself, taking the 
form of a servant.” ‘ 

These words are not to be construed 
as teaching—and we cannot stress this 
point too strongly—that the Lord Jesus 
in becoming incarnate laid aside any 
of His deity; the meaning, rather, is 
thet He left the estate of glory that had 
been His at the right hand of God. He 
was still God’s Son and possessed of the 
fuil equality of deity. 

We might by way of feeble analogy 
susgest the experience of the Prince of 
Wales when, in order to obtain first-hand 
information as to the desperate plight 
of the miners, he traveled incognito 
among them, working in the mines, 
sharing their hardships and rubbing el- 
bows with them in all the varied activities 
of their everyday life. Taking the form of 
a miner, he was as much the king’s son 
and of royal blood as he had ever been; 
he had simply laid aside for the time 
being some of the regal trappings and 
dignities to which he had been accus- 
tomed. Of course, the illustration is not 
to be pressed too far, for while on earth 
Jesus manifested His deity as well as 
His human nature. 

“And being found in fashion as a man, 
he humbled himself, becoming obedient 
even unto death, yea, the death of the 
cross.” In other words, He became a 
servant. This obviously is not to be 
interpreted as indicating that He sub- 
jected Himself to the dictates and will of 
men. The real meaning is that in His 


life, sufferings and death He proved Him--: 


self to be the perfect Servant of God 
(isa; S821). ; 

We are not to understand this subjec- 
tion as proof of Christ’s inferiority to 
the Father; but contrariwise, His perfect 
obedience to the Father demonstrated 
His perfect equality with the Father, like 
the obedience of the sunlight to the sun 
from which it shines. 

Since obedience means not only one- 
ness in word and deed, but in thought 
and spirit, the Lord Jesus Christ was the 
perfectly obedient Servant because, and 
only because, His will, His love, and His 
holiness were fully commensurate with 
those attributes as resident in the Father. 


Christ’s Deity as Related to 
His Humanity 

In John 1:14 we read, “And the Word 
was made flesh.” This statement assured- 
ly does not teach that Christ’s deity was 
converted into humanity by a sort of 
Magical metamorphosis, so that in be- 
coming man He was no longer God. This 
erroneous view has gained wide currency 
in some quarters. 

in becoming incarnate the eternal Son 
took upon Himself a perfect human 
nature as well as a physical body. This 
is clearly implied in the overshadowing 
of the Holy Spirit referred to in Luke 
1:35. The second person in the Godhead 
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gave personality to the impersonal ele- 
ments of human nature that He assumed. 
To use a rather violent analogy, it was 
as if electricity were to fashion for itself 
the most perfect lamp in all history 
through’ which to shine. In the flawless 
humanity of Jesus His eternal deity be- 
came gloriously incandescent. 

While on earth our Saviour, possessed 
as He still was of the fullness of deity, 
was nevertheless subject to the Father for 
the manifestation and exercise of His 
divine powers. This was a temporary 
limitation essential to a genuine incarna- 
tion. 

Like the water in a subterranean reser- 
voir that is pumped to the surface by the 
wind turning the fan at the top of the 
tower surmounting an artesian well, so 
the divine resources in our Lord were 
evoked by the Father and brought into 
exercise through the Holy Spirit in an- 
swer to prayer. 

Again, we might liken Christ’s deity 
during the days of His flesh to the reser- 
voir of memory, whose resources are re- 
leased and brought to bear upon the 
demands of an immediate occasion 
through the power of recall. 

Those things that have sunk into our 
innermost being over the long course of 
years go to constitute the deeper selves 
from which our surface selves are con- 
stantly drawing to meet the requirements 
and exigencies of everyday life. 

In the case of Jesus Christ this deeper 


self may well have been His divine, and 
the immediate or surface self His human 
nature. But between the two natures in 
Jesus the interrelations must have been 
far more intimate and intricate than any- 
thing we can possibly conceive. 

Christ’s perfect deity made use of His 
perfect humanity as the medium of 
manifestation and operation, much as a 
master organist pours forth his musical 
genius through a great organ, or as a 
greater writer employs his well-nigh per- 
fect command of language as a vehicle 
for conveying his thought to the minds 
of his readers. 

Yet neither in the case of the musician 
nor of the author is the creative genius 
transformed into the medium of expres- 
sion over which he has such consummate 
mastery. Just so, the human nature of 
our Lord was employed but not trans- 
formed by the deity that used it as a 
perfect instrument for self-disclosure.

They started something during World War Il; 
now they've organized to carry it through. 


HIS IS SOMETHING entirely new in history, so far as I 
know—that an occupation army should start a mission- 
ary organization to carry the gospel to the people it 
conquered.” 

Former Chaplain George S. Hixson was speaking, 
shortly after the first national convention of the Far Eastern 
Gospel Crusade last August at Lake Okoboji, Iowa, where a 
group of sound, evangelical chaplains, who have the support 
of two thousand GI’s, laid extensive plans to help evangelize 
Japan and the Philippines. ‘ 

Today, as GI’s see it, both opportunity and danger face 
Christian missions in the Orient. General Douglas MacArthur 
has spoken of the “spiritual vacuum of the Japanese people.” 
Japan’s gods have failed. The Japanese are asking their Amer- 
ican conquerors, “Who is your God?” 

Missionaries in Japan have marveled at the sudden change. 
One American chaplain sensed the opportunity when he 
strolled down the street with a Japanese soldier explaining 
the way of salvation from the Bible. He saw other young Japa- 
nese eyeing the soldier enviously. Thousands, he felt, would 
have liked to hear the message. The opportunity was impressed 
on hundreds of Christian GI’s during their stay in Japan. 

If nature abhors a vacuum, it is logical to suppose that soon 
that vacuum will be filled. And therein lies the danger. 
Communists are seizing every opportunity to step in. Roman 
Catholic missionaries are hard at work to replace the image 
of Buddha with an image of Christ—but images of Christ do 
not save. There are approximately 100 Protestant missionaries 
in Japan, and from 500 to 600 Roman Catholics. 

Christians in America have been astonishingly complacent 
about their opportunity in the Orient—and the danger of 
losing it. Returning GI’s have challenged our indifference, but 
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A typical Filipino family spread their supper on the floor. 


more than that they have set out to do 
something about it themselves. That 
something they started as soon as they 
fought their way into the Philippines and 
later to Japan, and they do not intend it 
to die out. 

In the Philippines they began the GI 
Gospel Hour. When they got to Japan, 
Gospel Hours and Youth for Christ meet- 
ings were organized for servicemen them- 
selves, and a wide variety of missionary 
activities for their former enemies. 

These included Bible classes for chil- 
dren and adults, street meetings, visita- 
tion in Japanese veteran hospitals, an 
orphanage, a Gospel-English School, gos- 
pel medical centers, and the Japan Bibli- 
cal Seminary. 

With the return of many of these GI’s 
to America after their temporary occupa- 
tion duty, some feared that these ven- 
tures, started enthusiastically, would 
dwindle away. But the GI’s did not intend 
their work to be temporary. They knew 
Communism, Catholicism, or Christ 
would fill the vacuum in Japan, and they 
were determined that it should be Christ. 
They needed an organization that would 
build where they had driven the stakes. 
Thus, of necessity, the Far Eastern Gos- 
pel Crusade was born. It will direct and 
support the medical work, orphanage, 
and educational institutions begun with 
their cash, sweat, and prayers. 


—-_ to the actual forming 
of the Crusade last August, various plan- 
ning conferences were held in Manila, 
Japan, and the United States. A planning 
council, composed of representatives from 
the various projects, met in Denver Jan- 
uary 1, 1947, and chose a board of direc- 
tors. 

Former Chief of Chaplains for U.S. 
Armed Forces, Western Pacific, Leon W. 
Hawley, heads the board and has set up 
his headquarters at 8057 Seventeenth 
Avenue, N.W., Seattle. He is a logical 
choice because of his evangelical stand, 
his experience in the supervision of 500 
chaplains in his theater of operations, 
and his extensive travels throughout the 
Orient. 

Other officers are former chaplains 
Leonard Sweet, president; George S. Hix- 
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son, vice-president; Russell G. Honey- 
well, chairman of the Philippines field 
council. Mrs. Anne #. Dievendorf is chair- 
man of the Japan field council. 

The advisory council in¢ludes Dr. Paul 
S. Rees, Dr. William Paul, Rev. Curtis 
Akenson, Rev. George D. Strohm, Rev. 
Arley Bragg, and Rev. Dan Wilson. 

The convention at Okoboji drew 140 
veterans and their friends from thirty 
states to determine Crusade policies. 
Everyone felt the tension of the hour. 
They had started something beyond their 
power to direct in their own wisdom. God 
must step in. 

When the convention was all over, they 
felt God had definitely stepped in. Per- 
haps it happened when a smiling-faced 
veteran stood on the chapel platform and 
led them in the theme song of the GI 
Gospel Hour in the Pacific, ‘Jesus Saves.” 
In an instant, all the glory and challenge 
of the vision God first gave them on for- 
eign soil swept back in an irresistible 
flood, and they felt the Crusade must 
go on. 

Soldiers are supposed to keep their 
emotions in check, but there was scarcely 
a “dry-eyed” meeting in the whole con- 
ference. Though most of the veterans 
were under thirty years of age, there was 
no spirit of reckless enthusiasm, no 
“know-it-all” impression of exaggerated 
importance. One vision gripped their 
hearts. They had heard a divine “For- 
ward, march,” and there could be no 
retreat, even though most of them knew 
they faced a long period of training be- 
fore they would be prepared to march. 

Some missionary observers are watch- 
ing the Crusade cautiously, hoping that 
youthful zeal will not run ahead of the 
wisdom of older, more experienced mis- 
sionaries, and hoping that the Crusade 
activities will integrate smoothly with 
the old established mission works. But 
Crusade leaders seem well aware of the 
need for mature, seasoned counsel, and 
feel that their mission fills a great need 
in Japan and the Philippines that was 
not being met until Uncle Sam’s forces 
entered those domains. Under good lead- 
ership, the Crusade will perform a neces- 
sary function.

may soon close,” convention delegates 
were told by Clyde Taylor, secretary of 
the Evangelical Foreign Missions Associ- 
ation. “Our solution is a native ministry. 
We need specialists today, and the Cru- 
sade is a specialist organization, doing a 
teaching and training job.” Later he di- 
vulged that 75 per cent of Protestant 
missionaries are not effective personal 
workers, and urged that the Crusade 
train native Christians to be soul-win- 
ners. Mr. Taylor reminded the veterans 
of the steady advance of. Communism 
and Catholicism, stressing the need for 
a united evangelical front. “We must 
have an army of thousands of mission- 
aries or the cause is lost,” he declared; 
then added with conviction, ‘but I don’t 
think it is lost.” 

Mrs. Charles E. Cowman, author of 
Streams in the Desert, told how her hus- 
band, forty years ago, founded the Ori- 
ental Missionary Society and circularized 
Japan with gospel literature. “Now don’t 
you turn back, and don’t you wonder 
where all the money’s coming from,” she 
told the delegates. “God never launched 
a failure since the world began!” 

The veterans divided the’ United States 
into nine zones, similar to Army service 
commands. Representatives were selected 
in each zone to direct raising of funds to 
meet the budget adopted. Two workers, 
Russell Honeywell and Carl Urspringer, 
were commissioned to leave for the 
Philippines following the convention, and 
Leonard Sweet was appointed to return to 
Japan to direct the activities there. 

Charter members were received into the 
Crusade after they agreed to the state- 
ment of faith and policies. Its plan of 
operation is that of “specialized minis- 
try in teaching, establishing of evangeli- 
cal institutions, publication and distri- 
bution of evangelical literature, itinerant 
evangelism and other forms of specialized 
missionary activities as needed. 

All missionaries and workers must 
secure their support through friends and 
churches, which support is to be 
channeled through the Crusade finance 
department. All candidates must be 
passed on by the board of directors. 

Particularly significant is the co-opera- 
tive, non-denominational character of

—SWEET SINGER OF ISRAEL 


By his son, John F. Reich 


The hitherto unpublished story of a life of great godliness 


ax Isaac Rercu lived intensely 

and intimately in the presence 

of Jesus Christ. A conscious- 

ness of the indwelling of his 
Saviour irradiated his person, lit up his 
face with joy, and filled his ministry with 
heavenly overtones. 

Throughout sixty years of religious la- 
bors in the United States, the British 
Isles, and the countries of northern Eu- 
rope, he faithfully mirrored his Lord and 
“wist not that his face shone.” Steeped in 
the Scriptures, and gifted with a rare 
power of expression in several languages, 
he was a simple and humble man, forever 
giving Christ the pre-eminence. 

The memory of this man of God re- 
mains with many thousands of men and 
women who have been quickened spirit- 
ually as much by what he was as by what 
he said or did. Remembering him, they 
may say as he himself said: “I can testify 
that the evangelical faith, rightly under- 
stood, the faith of the universal Church, 
the faith of her saints and martyrs, as 
well as her lowly and hidden children, 
can lift life up out of the ordinary and 
humdrum into the heavenly and eternal. 
By it Jesus still takes human life, like 
ordinary water, and charges it with a new 
significance, so that it becomes wine, an 
extraordinary experience and a foretaste 
of that which awaits the children of light 
in their own country, where they will not 
be aliens but at home forever.” 

That eternal homeland opened to Max 
Reich on August 11, 1945. His death was 
unexpected and came peacefully while 
he was recuperating from an operation. 
Yet he himself had intimations that the 
end might be near and was happily re- 
signed to the possibility. 

“It is all clear; everything is clear!” he 
assured his friends and family a few 
days before he passed away. He was in 
his seventy-ninth year and had been fully 
active in his ministry and teaching within 
two weeks of his death. 

At the age of nine, after the death of 
his mother, the boy was brought from 
Germany to England where he grew up 
and later acquired citizenship. He rarely 
spoke of those early years in London. 
Closely confined by his pious stepmother 
within the strict ceremonials of orthodox 
Judaism, he was schooled in the meticu- 
lous observance of Jewish law. 

While other boys made friends, romped 
and played, and explored the world 
around them, he remained a solitary 
child, obliged to spend whatever free time

Institute, first on the Extension staff and later 

on the faculty, from 1932 until his death in 
August, 1945. 
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he had in attending a Jewish school for 
religion and submitting to further in- 
struction in the synagogue. Shy and 
sensitive, he sought within himself a 
companionship that was denied him 
within his family and was not to be 
found through formal creed. 

“Yet He who is the Father of our spirits 
did not forsake me,” he has declared. 
“Early in life I became aware of His ten- 
der visitation, even while still deep in 
Judaism. That there is a mystic life with 
God possible in the depths of the human 
soul, where deep calleth unto deep, where 
in the cool of the evening when our 
hearts are hushed we can hear the still, 
small voice of love divine, which gives us 
first-hand acquaintance with the origin 
of our being, I learned, not from books 
or human teachers, but from my heavenly 
Father directly.” 


le WAS JOHN Crane, foreman 
in the London printing firm in which 
Max Reich was an apprentice, who, more 
than any other man, revealed to him the 
saving power of Jesus. This simple and 
sincere Christian man stood out as a rare 
exception among the rough and profane 
pressmen whose loose talk and rude ways 
Offended the high-minded Jewish lad. 


“I was greatly drawn to John Crane,” 
Max Reich has recorded. “His sweetness 
of temper under provocation, his quiet- 
ness of spirit amidst the hubbub of op- 
posing voices, his high sense of duty, 
faithful in that which was least, and his 
nobility of bearing impressed me much. 
We had many talks together on our walks 
home after office hours. And when one 
evening -I timidly asked him to tell me 
the secret of his life, he answered me in 
one word: ‘Jesus.’” 

Out of curiosity the young man at- 
tended a meeting of the Salvation Army 
and heard one of the daughters of Gen- 
eral Booth speak on the raising of Laz- 
arus. He heard the words: “I am the 
resurrection, and the life; he that be- 
lieveth in me, though he were dead, yet 
shall he live: and whosoever liveth and 
believeth in me shall never die.” 

It was an unforgettable experience 


which he described in later life with his | 


original sense of awe. “It was very sol- 
emn; the hush of God was on the vast 
assembly. It was more than I could 
stand. I left before the meeting was over, 
but not without the witness of my con- 
science that I had been in that awful 
Presence before whom all sin and evil is 
naked and open, and with whom no one 
dare trifle.” 

“Tt was on a beautiful Sabbath evening 


on Midsummer’s Day, 1884,” he has writ-. 


ten, “that I first bowed my knees be- 
lievingly in the name of Jesus and with 
my lips, before God, devils, and angels— 
not yet openly to men—confessed Him as 
Saviour and Lord. 

“Immediately upon that confession it 
seemed as if a weight had been lifted off 
my heart and mind, and I felt as if the 
Father Himself had come forth and 
kissed me. I found peace with God. The 
heavens opened over me, and I became 
absolutely sure of Christ, sure of His 
being in the highest glory. 

“I saw clearly that He had put away 
my sins, and had secured for me a place 
of acceptance with God in the light. That 
assurance has never left me through all 
the phases of my life since.” 


Mix ReicH never looked 
back from that day. In the privacy of his 
family circle he rarely, if ever, spoke of 
the dead past and the grief it entailed. 
Mourned as dead by his family, cut off 
from his patrimony, proscribed in the 
synagogue, and cursed by his dying 
brother, the young disciple took up his 
cross with a joy and enthusiasm that 
illumined his whole personality. 

He became a new creation. Gone was 
the sorrowful demeanor, gone the turmoil 
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of mind and spirit; Christ filled his every 
want. His step was light; his eyes spar- 
kled. Gaiety and gentle humor were ever 
on his lips. He burned with an energy 
that did not consume him through sixty 
years of arduous journeying back and 
forth across Europe and America. 

He never lost his first, fine rapture in 
the gospel message; consequently, his 
ministry was forever fresh and sparkling. 
His cheerful confidence in the Lord never 
forsook him in times of perplexity and 
trouble, nor was he ever forsaken by Him 
whom he had chosen to follow. 

The New Testament became his closest 
companion. Gradually he began to recog- 
nize the great sweep of divine purpose 
revealed in the Bible. 

‘The Holy Spirit,” he says, “illumin- 
ated my understanding. The person of 
Christ, human and divine, shone out from 
the sacred page with celestial radiance. 
The great fundamental facts of sacred 
history which started the Christian 
movement as a religion of redemption, 
the doctrinal significance of these his- 
toric facts, which faith turns into saving 
and sanctifying factors, as unfolded in 
the epistles of St. Paul and other writers, 
remain a part of my life, of my thought 
world, and my deepest convictions, today 
—after nearly half a century—in all the 
freshness and sweetness in which they 
were first opened up to me.” 

There followed years of ministry as an 
evangelist and Bible teacher, beginning in 
the backwoods settlements and lumber 
camps of Ontario, stretching across Can- 
ada and Michigan, to Iowa and Kansas. 
In Kansas City he met Mary Christine 
Lorenzen, whom he married in 1888. 

Never was a marriage more made in 
heaven than theirs. Each complemented 
the other: she with her practical wisdom, 
executive capacity and domestic skill—he 
with his supreme confidence in God’s will 
and unerring sense of direction. 

Years in America were followed by 
sickness and his return to England, where 
he preached widely. But inevitably he 
returned to America. To this day men 
and women speak to the writer about his 
father’s visits in their homes more than 
thirty years ago, as a shining event in 
their lives. 

Max Reich never lost the sense of 
urgency to save souls before it was too 
late. Even in his later years, under more 
settled circumstances, his preaching still 
glowed with fervor to reveal Christ. 

In his early days fires blazed in him. 
His dark, flashing eyes, his raven black 
hair and full beard made an unforget- 
table impression on his listeners. Above 
all, there was power in his words. 

He tells of renting a farmer’s cart and 
preaching from it daily throughout a 
summer in front of the post office in 
Topeka. Hundreds gathered at these 
noonday meetings, but he saw no evi- 
dence of results. Several years later, in 
Texas, dejected and ill with malaria, he 
met an unknown man who immediately 
hailed him and grasped him by the hand. 
He had heard Max Reich preach in 
Topeka as he passed by the open-air 
meeting. He heard the call to repentance, 
and the words struck home. There and 
then he resolved to seek the Saviour, and

the Crusade. “It is not our purpose, plan, 
nor policy to organize new churches; 
therefore we recommend all workers 
pursue activities in intensive evangelism 
with a view, not to forming a new 
denomination, but to linking up its con- 
verts with orthodox evangelical church 
groups.” This might prove a big step in 
unifying the efforts of evangelical mission 
boards in these countries. 


N OW FOR A LOOK back at the 
beginnings of the Crusade. It is odd that 
it should have begun in a mortuary—but 
God is not bound by convention. It was 
in a Manila mortuary, in May, 1945, that 
more than 200 servicemen met for the 
first GI Gospel Hour. A Filipino lent 
them the National Funeraria, along busy

throughout the summer and fall. In the 
eerie company of caskets and corpses 
Christian GI’s started the words, “Jesus 
Saves!” ringing through the Far East. 
Later, they moved to a Christian service 
center, built by the GI’s themselves, with 
living quarters for missionaries, recrea- 
tion rooms, and a large auditorium. 
Young men went out from this center 
to work in Filipino churches, and the 
missionary venture was under way. 

The Yanks were impressed with the 
fact that no evangelical theological school 
existed in the Philippines before the war, 
except for Doane Evangelistic Institute 
in Iloilo and several other small Bible 
schools. Gradually their dream of a 
Bible school and seminary developed. 
They realized individual mission boards 
would be unable to sponsor so large a 
project for their own converts. They 
would form a co-operative institution. 

Now their dream is being realized in the 
establishment of the Far Eastern Bible 
Institute and Seminary (FEBIAS), 
opened this fall in Manila under the di- 
rection of former Chaplain Russell G. 
Honeywell. More than 300 prospective 
students have already applied for admis- 
sion, Seminary work will begin in June, 
when the Filipino school year starts, but 
in the meantime a session of preparatory 
work will be held. Property has been 
purchased for a campus on the outskirts 
of the city, adjacent to the newly formed 
Far Eastern Broadcasting Corporation, 
also veteran instigated. 

With the occupation of Japan, the mis- 
sionary vision advanced. Japan Biblical 
Seminary, started before its sister organi- 
zation in Manila, opened this fall for its 
second year. Founded in Tokyo and 
supported financially by the Crusade, 
the school has seventy-two students at 
present, though 200 others have applied 
for admission. Academic standards are 
high, and a college degree is required for 
the regular seminary course. Members of 
the staff represent several denominations, 
and have had thorough preparation. 

Servicemen opened a medical mission 
in Yokohama a year ago. They patched 
up a bombed-out building, and with 
salvaged equipment and scant supplies 
treated everything from flesh wounds to 
malignant tumors. With three Japanese 
doctors, an evangelist, and two nurses 
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aiding the American missionaries, they 
have treated 10,000 patients in twelve 
months. The clinic now averages 100 
out-patients daily, each of whom receives 
personal spiritual care as well as medical 
aid, evidence for which_is found in the 
900 patients who have professed to re- 
ceive Christ. 

In Tokyo the Crusade is using three 
mobile gospel medical units which minis- 
ter in slums, repatriation centers, and 
devastated areas. Fourteen Japanese doc- 
tors, some of whom lost their equipment 
and practice during the war, volunteer 
part-time help. The city has been im- 
pressed by this work and has requested 
its expansion, but scarcity of medical sup- 
plies has limited the extension of more 
aid. 

In Fukuin-ryo servicemen have founded 
a home for war orphans, staffed by Japa-

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nese workers under Mrs. Anne Dieven- 
dorf, veteran missionary who remained in 
Japan all through the war. A large resort 
hotel on a lakeshore now houses the 
Children’s Gospel Home. The govern- 
ment contributes to the support of each 
child. Clothing, food, and equipment for 
fifty children are supplied through the 
Crusade. 

Although most of the originators of the 
movement have returned to this country, 
enthusiastic reports of the work in Japan 
and the Philippines still come from army 
and navy personnel stationed there. In 
Tokyo alone, more than forty Bible 
classes are taught by American soldiers 
through interpreters. One GI told re- 
cently how his interpreter had been led 
to accept Christ after attending the class 
for almost a year. Through him, in turn, 


members of his family have been con- 
verted. 

More than twenty Youth for Christ 
rallies are now held throughout Japan, 
most of them staffed by Christian service- 
men. Groups of GI’s visit hospitals, 
churches, and penal institutions to con- 
duct services. They have been invited 
to conduct Bible classes in several schools, 

Opportunities are on every hand. Gov- 
ernment officials have asked Miss Mabel 
Francis, who has been with the Crusade 
on the island of Shikoku, to speak in | 
their organized women’s meetings, be- 
cause they realize the “sad, forlorn state 
of Japanese women.” She writes: “Al- 
ready I have addressed more than thirty 
of these groups. There are usually be- 
tween 400 and 1,000 women present. I 
have had so many calls to go and speak 
that I had to refuse many opportunities, 
I have felt the need so much, in this 
crisis, of young energetic missionaries— 
whose love is burning enough to sur- 
mount all difficulties. More and more 
it grows upon me that the hour for re- 
vival in Japan has come.” 

Some veterans are already returning 
to the countries where they served Uncle 
Sam. Roy Hasagawa, Japanese-Ameri- § 
can, is back in Japan. But most of the | 
veterans are not yet ready to go back. 
They are in schools and seminaries, pre- 
paring to answer the call God gave them 
out in the Pacific. 

Meanwhile Communists and Catholics 
march on into the great vacuum. The 
best time for counterattack is now. Could 
it be that other young men, already 
trained for the ministry or for teaching, 
will step in now to fill the gap left by 
the returning GI’s? 

Something will fill the vacuum. It 
falls to Christian soldiers to say whether 
it will be Communism, Catholicism—or 
Christ.

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TECHNICAL SPECIALISTS 
for the Mission Field

The story behind the unique training program 
beginning January at Moody Institute of Science 


‘a January, Moody Institute of Science, 
located in West Los Angeles, will begin 
training students to become missionary 
technical specialists, with proficiency in 
photography, radio, and flying. ; 

simultaneously Robert L. Constable, vice- 
president at Moody Bible Institute, has an- 
nounced that a Christian friend has made it 
possible to purchase war surplus equipment 
for use on mission fields. This material is 
now being obtained and will be furnished 
to mission boards at greatly below cost, 
thus fulfilling one of Dr. Will H. Hough- 
ton’s dreams for the post-war period of 
foreign missions. 

Provision of this equipment, together 
with specialists who know how to use it, 
will greatly increase the effectiveness of 
missionary endeavor. In this specially writ- 
ten article Dr. Irwin Moon, director of 
M.LS., tells how and why.

YOUNG MISSIONARY was driving 

along a lonely stretch of African 

road. The truck groaned and 

creaked under its heavy load. 
It was three days and 250 long and weary 
miles since he had left Mombasa. Still 
longer miles stretched out ahead. 

As he looked out across the shimmering 
heat waves he thought of many things: 
the recent furlough in the States, the 
months of preparation for this home- 
coming .... but there was that pain 
again. This time it wasn’t imagination 
and it wasn’t just fatigue; then too, that 
soreness in his side. It all added up to 
just one thing—appendicitis. 

He was a long, long way from medical 
help, and hours, even minutes, were 
precious. He pulled the truck to the side 
of the road, reached over to the portable 
two-way radio and snapped on the 
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switch. A few moments for the tubes to 
warm up and then his plea for help was 
on its way at the speed of light. 

How glad he was that this was 1947 
and that radio was no longer just a 
dream. As he waited he could not help but 
think of other years and of other mission- 
aries who lived and sometimes died, in 
the lonely isolation of a faroff land cut 
off completely from the outside world. 

It was almost time now and he shielded 
his eyes from the afternoon sun as he 
scanned the horizon. Yes, there it was. 
That tiny speck in the sky that grew 
larger as the drone of the light plane

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engine became louder. Time now to light 
that smoke flare. In a moment the plane 
was circling overhead and now it was 
taxiing toward him after a “three point” 
landing on the road that spoke of the 
skill of the young pilot at the controls. 

Back at Mombasa the missionary 
struggled through the half-light of re- 
turning consciousness and opened his 
eyes to look about him at the white walls 
of the operating room. The doctor, re- 
moving his rubber gloves, looked down 
and smiled, “Good thing you got here 
when you did, but you’re all right now. 
In a few .weeks you'll be back at that 
mission station.” 

This is a true story. That is, it is true 
up to the point where the missionary 
reached for the switch of the two-way 
radio. But in real life there wasn’t any 
switch, because there wasn’t any radio, 
and the story from that point on is just 
what should have happened but didn’t, 
because you and I have failed. 

Here is what did occur. Four days after 
Harold Amstutz, of the Africa Inland 
Mission, was stricken, he reached Mom- 
basa nearer dead than alive—with a 
ruptured appendix. Seven long months 
of careful nursing and dangerous con- 
valescence were necessary before he was 
in condition for another operation to 
remove the appendix. Only by the grace 
of God is he alive today. 
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‘1 HE MISSIONARY is a patient 
soul. His willingness to endure hardship 
is almost without limit. It is equaled only 
by our seeming willingness to allow him 
to endure hardship. But we must never 
confuse this willingness on the part of 
the missionary with our failure to 
recognize the problem. After all, it’s 
his life that’s at stake. And what to him 
is even more important, the life of his 
wife and children. 

Missionaries in most fields today are 
faced with three outstanding physical 
needs: adequate communication, efficient 
transportation, and effective representa- 
tion at home. 

The communication facilities available 
to the missionary are as primitive as 
the land in which he serves. At best, they 
are a far cry from the efficient systems 
which we in this country accept so 
casually and yet find so indispensable in 
our everyday life. 

There was a time when the plight of 
the missionary in this regard was ex- 
cusable. There was nothing we could do 
about it. 

But that time is past! During the re- 
cent war millions upon millions of dollars 
were spent to develop just the equipment 
needed by the missionary. It is jungle 
treated, fungus proofed and has been 
field tested under the severest condi- 
tions. 

No, the problem is not equipment. 
Equipment is now available to an extent 
that will bring tears of joy to the eyes 
of all those who love the cause of foreign 
missions. 

The problem is one of training men to 
use this equipment. International law, 
as well as the technical nature of the 
equipment, demands that those who in- 
stall and maintain radio communication 
equipment be adequately trained and 
properly authorized to serve in this 
capacity. 

Whatever is necessary, the time has 
come to solve the problem. In the in- 
terest of efficiency, if not humanity, the 
missionary must have more adequate 
communication facilities. 


|. many foreign lands, prog- 
ress is leaping over hundreds or even 
thousands of years. It is the airplane, not 
the automobile, that is replacing the ox- 
cart. In some lands railroads or highways, 
as we know them, may never be built. The 
very new is replacing the very old without 
the tedium of the intermediate. 

In this country the airplane, in spite 
of its growing importance, is more a 
luxury than a’ necessity. It just enables 
us to do things a little faster. In mission- 
ary lands the story is far different. The 
question is not, “Shall I drive or fly to- 
day?” It is far more apt to be, “Shall I 
trek for days or even weeks along danger- 
ous trails, or shall I fly and be there in 
an hour?” 

That the missionary will fly is in- 
evitable. The question is merely, “How 
soon will he fly?” The fear that haunts 
some of us is that, for some, it may be 
“too soon.” Not that we feel the time 
_ for flight is not here yet. Our fear is that 
some may rush unprepared into a field 
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where mistakes cost far too dearly. 

The theory that only supermen can 
fly has long since been exploded. Almost 
anyone who drives a car can be taught 
to take a modern light plane up and land 
it again. But far «more than this is 
required of the inissionary pilot! He 
must be a thoroughly trained pilot, me- 
chanic, navigator, meteorologist and radio 
man as well. 

The casually trained pilot who ventures 
into a country where plane maintenance, 
communciation and other facilities are 
questionable or non-existent, is inviting 
disaster. Only when the right man, with 
the proper training and experience, is 
at the controls of the right plane, which 
has been properly maintained, is mission- 
ary flying safe. Then it can be the safest 
of all means of transportation. 

In theory, the missionary furlough is 
supposed to be a time of rest and re- 
cuperation, but it seldom works according 
to theory. In reality, he usually stays on 
the field working until we forget about 
him and he runs out of money and is 
forced to return home. 

Our forgetfulness, for which there 
seems to be no ready cure, forces him 
to spend the time at home, in which he 
should be resting, in a strenuous effort 
to arouse us from our lethargy and in- 
difference. 

The missionary needs efficient rep- 
resentation at home while he is on the 
field. Many a missionary heart has cried 
out for the ability to be in two places at 
once. This is impossible, but there is a 
way in which his story may be adequately 
and efficiently told in the homeland 
while he is serving in the field. The 
sound-color motion picture is the way! 

No phase of Christian endeavor lends 
itself more beautifully to photographic 
interpretation than the mission story. 
But it takes more than good equipment 
and good intentions to take good pic- 
tures! It takes native ability plus 
thorough training and ample experience. 


i NEED of the missionary 
in the fields of radio, flying and pho- 
tography is evident, and will become more 
obvious as the days go by. The question 
arises, “Who shall meet these needs?” 
Who shall be trained to serve in these 
specialized fields? Shall the responsibili- 
ties be placed upon the shoulders of the 
already overburdened general missionary, 
or shall missionary technical specialists 
take over these duties? 

The airplane, like the surgeon’s knife, 
is a valuable tool in the hands of a skilled 
specialist, but it is exceedingly dangerous 
in the hands of a novice. We have ac- 
cepted the necessity for doctors, that is, 
medical specialists, on the mission field. 
It is obviously impractical, if not im- 
possible, to equip every missionary as a 
physician and surgeon. 

If the radio, the airplane, and the 
camera are to be used effectively on the 
mission field, there must be thorough 
training on the part of those who use 
them. Any effort to use these tools with- 
out this training is doomed to disappoint- 
ment. Furthermore, spiritual as well as 
physical disaster is inevitable if these 
added burdens are placed upon the gen- 


eral missionary. 


Already the job of the missionary is 


the most complex on the face of the 
earth. In most fields he is called upon 
to be an administrator, an architect, g 
carpenter, a brick layer, a sanitary engi- 
neer, a diplomat, a judge, an expert in 
first aid, a linguist, a preacher, a teacher, 
and a thousand and one other things, 
every one of which takes time and energy, 

The missionary should not be a “jack 
of all trades.” He should be a master of 
one .... the high art of winning souls 
to Jesus Christ. Only by the grace of 
God and the sternest self-discipline can 
he keep from being sidetracked from his 
primary goal. 


Radio, flying, and photography 


must be filled with circuit diagrams, spin 
characteristics, load factors, weather 
fronts, icing conditions, f. stops and filter 
factors, he will have a far greater prob- 
lem. But if it is not filled with these 
things, he’d better leave the radio, flying 
and photography to someone else, and 
for reasons that should be obvious! 


; SOLUTION to this problem 
we believe to be the missionary technical 
specialist. He must be a_ born-again, 
Bible-loving child of Gpd; called to serv- 
ice in the foreign mission field. In addi- 
tion, he must be equipped by God in a 
special way for this special task. He must 
have an unusual natural aptitude for 
technical things, and this natural, God- 
given talent must be augmented by highly 
specialized training. Moody Bible In- 
stitute is now ready to train these men. 

We feel that it is entirely practical to 
combine these three skills in one man, 
both from the standpoint of his training 
and his service in the field. In fact, it 
is our conviction that only by such 
combination can workable efficiency be 
achieved. 

At first it may seem improbable that 
one man could achieve mastery in these 
three fields. Experience shows, however, 
that natural ability and aptitude in these 
fields can be found in one individual. In 
fact, they seem to be associated to a 
surprising degree. 

That these three talents can be com- 
bined functionally in the field can best 
be illustrated by a description of the plan 


in operation. Let us imagine that our 


missionary technical specialist has com- 
pleted his training, has been accepted by 
a foreign mission board for this special 
service, and has reached his field of 
operation. With him has been sent a light 
plane and the necessary war surplus com- 
munications and photographic equip- 
ment. 

Probably his first task would be the 
establishment of an efficient communica- 
tion system between all the mission sta- 
tions in his field. He would take a two- 
way radio of the proper type to each 
station, put it into operation and show 
the missionary how to use it. At the same 
time he would assist in the selection and 
preparation of a simple landing strip near 
each station. 

Now the preliminary work is over, and

Hidden Hands in Palestine

Hitler, Mussolini and a woman long dead have created a 


snarled situation that now baffles the United Nations; 


but God will eventually give the land to His own people 


ARTITION OF PALESTINE into two 

states, Arab and Jewish, admission 

of 150,000 Jews into Palestine in the 

next two years (before September 
1, 1949), and eventual withdrawal of 
Great Britain from its mandate over the 
land—these are the three proposals 
of the majority members the United Na- 
tions Special Committee on Palestine 
(UNSCOP) now waiting for United Na- 
tions action. 

After several weeks of investigation in 
Palestine this summer, the committee 
met in Geneva, and drew up its report 
August 31. It was received immediately by 
Zionists in Palestine with surprise and 
delight, tempered with caution. Although 
the majority proposals are considerably 
less than the Jewish agency’s maximum 
demands, they do constitute a visible 
Jewish state in part of Palestine. 

Howls of implacable opposition have 
already come from the self-appointed 
Arab Higher Committee. Its warning to 
the UN that “partition of the Holy Land 
would set Palestine and the Arab east on 
fire” is typical of the Arab campaign of 
bluff. . 

Let me here state my personal convic- 
tion that the Jews will eventually be 
given not a partitioned Pdlestine, but the 
whole of the land, and ultimately the 
whole of Trans-Jordan as well. This may 
sound fantastic, yet I dare to assert it on 
the authority of One who cannoi lie, and 
whose revealed Word can never fail. 

I dared to say this to Jewish, leaders in 
Montreal in 1938 when the first partition 
plan for Palestine was before the British 
Parliament. My reasons are just as 
cogent in 1947 as they were then. I in- 
sisted that the reason I was so sure 
the Jews would get the land was because 
of my profound belief that Jesus of Naza- 
reth, our Saviour and Lord, was their 
long-expected Messiah. But one well-to- 
do jeweler promptly replied, “If only we 
get the land we won’t need a Messiah.” 
I replied, “My friend, don’t fool yourself! 
When you do get the land you will dis- 
cover that you need your Messiah more 
than ever before.” 

It is of course impossible to forecast 
what the United Nations General Assem- 
bly will do. That there will be a battle 
royal is to be expected. Fear of Russia 
and the Arabs may hold up action for 
many months. Arab states hold five seats 
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in the Assembly; the Jews have none. 

Yet we have faith to believe that God, 
who is able to rule and overrule in all the 
affairs of men and nations, will have 
much to do with shaping the final de- 
cision. When His hour strikes the gates 
of Palestine will be flung wide open to 
His chosen people, and no nation or fed- 
eration of nations will be powerful 
enough to keep them closed. If He now 
permits a partial opening, then a partial 
opening it will be. But eventually the 
Jews will be given the whole of Palestine 
and Trans-Jordan as well. 


i. CONSIDERING the UNSCOP 
majority report there are two questions 
worth noting carefully: 

First, if 150,000 Jews are permitted to 
enter Palestine, can the land support 
them, and can housing be provided? 

Second, are the Arabs likely to make 
good their threats of war throughout the 
Middle East if not given complete control 
of Palestine? 

The first question is of far greater im- 
portance, and the answer of Palestine’s 
Jews is an overwhelming, “Yes.” The 
Anglo-American Committee of Inquiry on 
Palestine, in 1946, and UNSCOP, in July, 
1947, were each given full assurance. 

Bartley C. Crum, one of the six Amer- 
icans named to the Anglo-American com- 
mittee by President Truman, and author 
of Behind the Silken Curtain, questioned 
Yaakov Shiffman, municipal engineer of 
Tel Aviv. “If you were to get 100,000 
refugees into Palestine,” he said, “how 
long would it take before you could pro- 
vide housing for all of them?” 

Shiffman replied, “If we can get the 
building materials, we could have them 
all housed in a matter of months.” In 
1939 nearly 60,000 Jews entered Palestine 
and were housed in short order. 

Eliezer Kaplan, treasurer of the Jewish 
agency, told UNSCOP that “this little 
country contains enough land and water 
to feed not only its present population, 
but twice or thrice the number,” thus de- 
bunking the rumor of land and water 
scarcity. 

The committee visited Kibbutz Re- 
vivim, one of the fourteen Jewish colonies 
in the Negev, southern desert of Pales- 
tine, and was visibly impressed by the 
fruits that the thirty-five settlers have 


wrung from the arid soil. If the Jews can 
colonize the Negev, Zionists claim that 
they can bring into Palestine tens of 
thousands of immigrants without displac- 
ing any Arabs will bear great weight. 

From a recent survey, Dr. Walter Clay 
Lowdermilk, noted American soil con- 
servationist, concludes that Palestine is 
a land which, by the unique combination 
of natural resources in the Jordan valley, 
makes possible a huge reclamation proj- 
ect capable of supporting at least 4,000,000 
refugees, in addition to the 2,000,000 Jews 
and Arabs already living there. 


N OW FOR THE second ques- 
tion. Can the Arabs make good their 
threat to “set Palestine and the Arab east 
on fire”? 

Arab national solidarity is pure fiction. 
This is particularly true in Palestine. The 
Arab Higher Committee is the creation 
of the Husseini family, of which Haj 
Amin el-Husseini, ex-Mufti of Jerusalem, 
is the leader. He and his family are bit- ff 
terly hated by other prominent Arab | 
families, especially the Nashashibi fam- 
ily, which has a blood feud against him 
for the murder, by his men, of a ranking 
member of their clan at Bagdad in 1941, 
In 1936 the ex-Mufti caused the assas- 
sination of hundreds of prominent Arabs, 
including twenty-four leading Palestine 
Arabs who refused his leadership. 

Five other Palestine Arab parties op- 
posed domination of the Arab Higher 
Committee by the Husseini family and, 
in 1946, ten members left the committee 
and formed the Arab Higher Front. It is 
the Arab Higher Front that made the 
threat of war to the UN on September 2. 
Are the Arabs likely to be united? 

Suppose the Arab countries could 
achieve unity in war, what military 
strength can they muster? According to 
Jewish information Arab armies total 
120,000 on paper. Trans-Jordan’s army 
of 15,000 has the complete respect of the 
Jews, trained as it is under British Briga- 
dier General Glubb. But they do not 
fear this army, because King Abdullah of 
Trans-Jordan, alone among the Arab 
rulers, favors partition and setting up of 
a Jewish state. He is.likely to heckle ef- 
forts of other Arab states to war on the 
Jews. 

Egypt has 40,000 to 60,000, trained for 
police duty, poorly equipped and not to 
be feared. Iraq’s army of 25,000 (40,000 
according to one source) has steadily de- 
teriorated, and when last in action, 
against the Kurds, was badly beaten. 
Lebanon has an army of 6,000 trained for 
police duty. But there is a strong Chris- 
tian minority in Lebanon, and military 
action can hardly be expected. Some 
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Lebanese Christians favor a Jewish state 
in Palestine to set a precedent for good 
treatment of minorities in the Middle 
East, of which they are one. 

The Jews do not fear Syria’s army of 
12.000, as it is poorly equipped and led. 
Seudi Arabia’s army of 7,000 is rated 
higher, but in order to reach Palestine it 
would have to march through Trans- 
Jordan, and King Abdullah, Ibn Saud’s 
oldest erremy, would never tolerate it. 

All these armies together amount to no 
more than five poorly organized and 
equipped division, with virtually no air 
support, separated from each other by 
distances of 500 to 1,200 miles of desert 
and mountains, with tribal jealousies 
militating against any unified war effort. 

In a memorandum to the General As- 
sembly of the United Nations, The Pales- 
tine Problem and Proposals for Its Solu- 
tion, submitted by seven influential lead- 
ers (among them Raymond Swing, com- 
mentator; Philip Murray, president of 
CIO; and representatives of the Nation 
Associates, the Church Peace Union, and 
the Progressive Citizens of America), it 
is stated that “the threat of a general 
Arab revolt is a form of political black- 
mail and cannot possibly be put into 
effect.” 


I. UNDERSTANDING the snarled 


tangle of present-day Palestine it is nec- 


essary to go back into history to the hid- 
den hands of departed dictators, Hitler 
and Mussolini, which still stir up mis- 
chief and strife. And still another pair of 
hidden hands, those of a woman who died 
almost four thousand years ago, reach 
down across thirty-eight centuries to 
cause dissension and division. Yet most 
of us fail to recognize the important part 
she plays in the present tragic drama. 

In calling attention to these hidden 
hands I am not unmindful of many oth- 
ers actively at work in the Palestine 
crisis, either for good or for ill. Haganah, 
Irgun, and other Jewish underground or- 
ganizations, though no doubt with good 
intentions, are doing much to hinder 
realization of their national aspirations. 

I write as a British subject when I 
mention the abject failure of the British 
government to keep its pledged word and 
carry out the terms of the mandate of 
the League of Nations to open Palestine 
as a national home for the Jews. None 
can ever deny the debacle of dishonor, 
the British White Paper of May, 1939, in 
which a great power sought to appease 
the Nazis, and yet, four months later, 
found herself involved in the deadliest 
war of her history. Can it be that World 
War II was a divine judgment on the na- 
tions for their sordid and inhuman treat- 
ment of the Jews? 

Nor is Washington free from implica- 
tion. Bartley C. Crum, in Behind the 
Silken Curtain, shows that while Presi- 
dent Roosevelt was eloquently promising 
Jews that the United States would help 
them secure Palestine, his State Depart- 
ment was secretly assuring Arab leaders 
that “nothing would be done.” Reading 
of the secret files brought astonishment 
and humiliation to Mr. Crum. The Anglo- 
American Committee, of which he was a 
member, was virtually given orders to “do 
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nothing for the Jews’’for fear of Russia 
and the Arabs. 


Te THE HIDDEN HANDS of the 
woman, of Hitler and Mussolini are es- 
pecially vital to this discussion.. First, 
the woman. 

Sarah, the wife of Abraham, four thou- 
sand years after her death has presented 
modern statesmanship with its greatest 
international problem. Had Sarah be- 
lieved God there would have been no 
Palestine problem today. Had she not 
given her slave girl, Hagar, to Abraham, 
there would have been no Arabs. Ishmael 
was born of Abraham and Hagar, and 
the Arabs have descended from Ishmael. 
The great Palestinian problem of 1947 
is that of Arab versus Jew. The dead 
hands of Sarah are still active.

HE GRAND PURPOSE Of all God’s deal- 

ings with us is that we may come 

to know Him. Our Lord said as 

much when He declared: “This is 

life eternal, that they might know 
thee the only true God, and Jesus Christ, 
whom thou hast sent” (John 17:3). 

Joshua had come to know Him as a 
loving God who bestows His gifts apart 
altogether from human merit (Deut. 
4:37). He had come to know Him as a 
generous God, who, even though He set 
bounds to the promised inheritance, made 
them great bounds that invited the be- 
lieving soul to go in and take possession. 
God had also revealed Himself as the 
faithful God who changes not. But now 
Joshua was to know Him also as the God 
of all encouragement (II Cor. 1:3). 

So far all had been one-sided, so to 
speak. The Lord had confirmed His 
promise to give Israel the land. He had 
further promised that He would neither 
leave nor forsake His servant Joshua in 
his conquest of that land. But in Joshua 
1:6 we come to that which involves re- 
sponsive action on the part of the one 
to whom such promises are made. Joshua 
was told to be strong and of a good cour- 
age because he was to divide for an in- 
heritance the land which the Lord had 
sworn He would give to Israel. It was 
impressed upon Joshua that he was to 
serve primarily for the sake of others, to 
cause them to inherit. In other words, 
it was not to be a matter of personal gain 
or glory. That would come later. 

Such altruism and unselfishness is 
taught throughout the Word of God. 
After blessing the few loaves and fishes, 
the Lord gave them to His disciples that 
they might first feed others. The baskets 
of fragments left over would more than 
meet their personal needs later. The 
faithful servant is made ruler over the 
household, not in order that he may lord 
it over that household, but in order that 
he may give them meat in due season 
(Matt. 24:45-47) . 

But that is not the way of the natural

a Good Courage

man. Only one who is born again can 
consistently render such service from the 
heart. Moreover, it requires something 
more than physical strength or natural 
courage. The enemies Joshua had to face 
were human, of course. But the strength 
and courage necessary to overcome them 
had to be more than human. One’s 
weapons may be the very best obtainable, 
but unless his heart is in the fight he is 
not likely to win. And what is courage 
but heart? 

You will notice that the Lord did not 
say to Joshua, “Be patriotic and fight 
for your country and for your people.” 
Patriotism may serve very well for men 
of the world. But the good soldier of 
Jesus Christ must have better and higher 
motives than that. His strength must be 
in the Lord and in the power of His might 
(Eph. 6:10). 

It is very remarkable to find three 
words so closely related in one verse. But 
the source of all three is “in the Lord.” 
You will notice that they occur in an 
exhortation which introduces the New 
Testament passage which we believe finds 
its illustration in the book of Joshua. The 
nations of Canaan are types of the prin- 
cipalities and powers mentioned in Ephe- 
sians 6:12. 


The Difficulties of Leadership 


Three times the Lord encouraged 
Joshua to be strong and of good courage. 
And each time He thus encouraged him 
He also give him good reason to be cour- 
ageous. This is indicated by the occur- 
rence of the little word “for” in verses 6, 
8 and 9. 

In verse 6 we read, “For unto this 
people shalt thou divide for an inher- 
itance the land.” A more accurate trans- 
lation reads, “For thou shalt cause this 
people to inherit the land.” 

But that was no easy task. Joshua 
knew from his experience at Kadesh- 
barnea how difficult it is to get people to 
go in and possess their possessions. 

Similar difficulties face the servant of 
Christ today as he seeks to lead some 
of the people of God into their spiritual 
inheritance. Many a preacher can tes- 
tify how difficult it is to get some Chris- 
tians to accept the teaching found in the 
epistles to the Romans and to the 





Galatians, that we are “not under the 
law, but under-grace” (Rom. 6:14). 

Others again refuse to believe that a 
sheep of Christ can never perish (John 
10:28). Still others, when they see that 
the enjoyment of their spiritual pos- 
sessions involves a struggle with Satan 
and his hosts, are content to remain in 
the wilderness, as it were, so far as prog- 
ress in divine things is concerned. “That’s 
too deep for me,” they say. Or, “We 
prefer more of ‘the simple gospel.’ ” 

Now for a babe in Christ to desire milk 
is normal. But for one who has known 
the Lord for years, this is the mark of 
carnality, and not of spirituality (I Cor. 
3:1-3). 

It was in connection with the priest- 
hood of our Lord that the apostle had to 
write: “We have many things to say, 
and hard to be uttered, seeing ye are 
dull of hearing. For when for the time ye 
ought to be teachers, ye have need that 
one teach you again which be the first 
principles of the oracles of God; and are 
become such as have need of milk, and 
not of strong meat. For every one that 
useth milk is unskillful in the word of 
righteousness: for he is a babe. But 
strong meat belongeth to them that are 
of full age, even to those who by reason 
of use have their senses exercised to dis- 
cern both good and evil” (Heb. 5:11-14). 
Indeed, it does take courage to cause 
some to inherit what God has given 
them. 


The Courage to Deal with Self 


The Lord’s second exhortation to 
Joshua, found in Joshua 1:7, is somewhat 
stronger than the first, and it is also 
more personal. The context gives us the 
reason for this difference. It always takes 
more courage to deal with self than it 
does to deal with others. Every true 
servant of Christ knows that from per- 
sonal experience. 

It is easier to exhort others to be obe- 
dient to the whole Word of God than it 
is to be completely obedient ourselves. 
And the Lord knows that. Therefore, 
He says to His servant: “Only be thou 
strong and very courageous, that thou 
mayest observe to do according to all 
the law, which Moses my servant com- 
manded thee.” 
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This fresh reference to Moses is very 
interesting and instructive. It may have 
been a “new day” for Joshua, but God 
had no new rules or new standards. The 
old standards remained. They were not 
out of date. 

That is a good thing to remember when 
some demand a change simply because 
they think that the principles laid down 
for our guidance in the Bible are out of 
date. Those principles were laid down 
th re by One who is omniscient. He 
knows the end from the beginning. Just 
as Joshua, in his day, was to be governed 
by what Moses had commanded, so must 
we today acknowledge that what the 
apostles have given us are the command- 
meats of the Lord (I Cor. 14:37). 

11 saying this we are not unmindful of 
th: fact that dispensations differ. To 
be inder the law is one thing, to be un- 
de: grace is quite another. But when 
Joshua and the Israelites arrived in 
Caiaan, they were no less under the law 
than when they were at Sinai. There 
was no change of dispensation mean- 
while. Neither has there been any 
change of dispensation since the prin- 
cipies which are to govern us were laid 
down by the Lord and His apostles. 


Obedience to the Spirit of the Law 


However, it was not only the letter 
of the law that Joshua was to observe. 
He was “to do according to all the law.” 
And one who does according to the Word 
of God does not require a special text 
for every detail of his conduct. 

The question as to whether or not one 

may go here or there, or whether or not 
one may do this or that, will find its 
answer in the spirit of Scripture, as well 
as in the letter. This is a principle which 
is recognized everywhere. Even men of 
the world talk about the spirit, or inten- 
tion, of the law, as distinguished from 
the letter of the law. 
’ Then, too, Joshua’s obedience was to 
be complete, according to all the law. It 
was not to be matter of choice, or pref- 
erence, with him. All, or every, Scrip- 
ture is profitable for doctrine, for re- 
proof, for correction, and for instruction 
in righteousness. None of it may be 
omitted, or passed by, without loss to the 
reader. 

Finally, Joshua’s obedience was to be 
consistent. The Lord commanded His 
servant to take a straight course, turning 
neither to the right hand nor to the left. 
He was not to allow himself latitude, as 
some say. How much precious energy 
is used up by weaving from side to side 
of the road. 

If this world is, as it should be, “a wil- 
derness wide,” we need not make many 
side trips to see the scenery. Let us rather 
make straight paths for our feet. But 
that requires courage, because so many 
of the professed children of God find the 
Straight path too confining and too un- 
interesting. If we would prosper spirit- 
ually, however, nothing but constant, 
consistent, and complete obedience to the 
Word of God will produce such a result. 

It will not suffice to obey “up to a 
point,” as though it were left to us to 
decide how much or how little of the 
Word we should obey when it clearly 
applies to us. Nor dare we plead ignor- 
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ance. We have the assurance of the Lord 
Jesus Himself that if any man willeth to 
do His will he shall know of the doctrine. 
The same grace that brings us salvation 
also teaches us to live soberly, righteous- 
ly, and godly in this present world. This 
sort of obedience is the price one has to 
pay for leadership. But the success that 
is promised is well worth all that it costs. 


Familiarity with the Scriptures 

The method by which all of this is 
achieved is disclosed in verse 8. First, 
the book of the law was not to depart 
out of Joshua’s mouth. He was to talk 
the language of Scripture. And how suit- 
able are its “right words” for every oc- 
casion, and in every place. Whether one 
be called on to speak to kings or to 
peasants, his language, if biblical, will 
always be fitting. 

Therefore we need not waste our time 
trying to acquire the speech of a world 
that is constantly inventing some new 
slang in its vain attempt to give zest and 
force te what is being said. The effective- 
ness of simple speech such as one finds 
in the Bible needs no such doubtful im- 
provements. 

There is nothing more desirable for the 
minister of the Word than to be steeped 
in the very diction and style of the Bible. 
But this requires something more than 
a casual or hasty reading of it. One 
must meditate in it day and night. One 
must delight in it. The psalmist said, 
“O how love I thy law! it is my medita- 
tion all the day.” And again, “How sweet 
are thy words unto my taste! yea, sweet- 
er than honey to my mouth!” 

To meditate on the Word is to digest 
it. We need to feed upon the Word and 
to digest it so that it may become part 
of us. Then we shall find that obedience 
to it becomes intuitive, and spiritual suc- 
cess and prosperity will follow in due 
course. : 

Once more the Lord exhorts Joshua to 
“be strong and of a good courage” (v. 9). 
But this time His exhortation is preceded 
by the question, ‘Have not I commanded 
thee?” The Lord had just been referring 
to the commandment of Moses. Now He 


makes it more solemn by saying that it 
is really His command. 

Even though the Word came first 
through the man Moses, it had divine 
authority. He was but the Lord’s mouth- 
piece. For the same reason the words 
of an apostle, given by inspiration of 
God, have the same authority as the 
words of the Lord Jesus Himself. So 
Joshua had to learn that it was no mere 
man who had commanded him to be 
strong and courageous. It was the Lord 
Himself. 

And to this God adds what Moses 
could not say, “For the Lord thy God is 
with thee whithersoever thou goest” 
(v. 9). This promise of the personal 
presence of the Lord to go with him was 
probably the strongest of all reasons for 
being strong and courageous. Moses 
knew the value of that. Without it he 
would not move (Exod. 33:12-16). 

It was Moses who raised the question, 
“Wherein shall it be known here that I 
and thy people have found grace in thy 
sight? is it not in that thou goest with 
us? so shall we be separated [distin- 
guished], I and thy people, from all the 
people that are upon the face of the 
earth.” 

It was this same blessed Presence that 
made the psalmist unafraid as he walked 
through the valley of deathly gloom. 
Still later, but before He ascended to 
heaven, our Lord assured His own that 
He would be with them all the days, 
even to the end of the age. 


The Certainty of Victory 

That concludes the commission to 
Joshua. It is remarkable that little or 
nothing was said about the enemies that 
he would have to meet. When they are 
referred to quite incidentally, it is with 
the assurance that not one of them shall 
be able to stand before him all the days 
of his life. He had no reason to be 
afraid or to be dismayed. 

We all know that fear and dismay are 
very often the worst enemies we have. 
But we notice that all through here the 
Lord kept the eyes of His servant fixed on

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How to Make Christmas

HE CELEBRATION Of Christmas has 

drifted far from the scriptural 

pattern. At the first Christmas, 

all gifts were presented to the 

Lord Himself. Now we trade gifts 
between our relatives and friends with 
little or no thought for the One whose 
birthday we celebrate. 

Many spend their year’s savings at 
Christmas. Most of the gifts are not 
needed, or are mere duplications of other 
gifts or possessions. The problem of 
selecting gifts alone is staggering when 
most people already have the necessities 
and many the luxuries of life. Christmas 
should be a time of joy, but even for 
Christians it is an annual headache. Is 
there any solution? 

In the churches I have served we 
received great blessing from a plan to 
make the Lord Himself the chief recipient 
of gifts at Christmas. This means far 
more than just to get everyone to put 
something in the Christmas offering. It 
is a radically different way of celebrating 
Christmas that other churches may want 
to follow. 

The pastor must first of all be com- 
mitted to the plan. Then he should 
secure approval of his church. officers. 
Much of the success will depend on 
thorough publicity and understanding of 
details, so plans must be made at once 
for this year, and then planned even 
earlier for 1948. 

The pastor should make two sugges- 
tions to his people. First, that Christ be 
added to every Christmas list. This means 
that each person will present a gift to 
the Lord’s work at least equal to the 
average cost of his other gifts. If his 
average is two dollars, he will give two 
dollars to the Lord: No one will argue 
the appropriateness of this. After all, 
it’s the Lord’s birthday. 
~Second, many will want to put Christ 
at the top of their lists. This means the 
person is going to give his most expen-

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sive gift to the Lord. The Lord is going 
to occupy the place that is rightfully His 


—the pre-eminent place. If a husband 
spends fifty dollars on his wife’s present, 
he should give more than fifty dollars to 
the Lord’s work. I will never forget the 
reaction of one of my few wealthy church 
members when he accepted this proposi- 


tion with the comment, “Boy, this is 


going to cost me some dough!” 
The second proposition should be 
emphasized. In initiating the plan, how- 


ever, seek to get everyone at least to | 


accept the first. Some who begin by add- 


ing the name of Christ to their list will fF 


next year put Him at the top. 


In order to avoid criticism that the ' 


whole plan is just another scheme for 


raising money for the local church, let | 


members designate their gifts to any 
worthwhile Christian enterprise. Foreign 


and home missions, and Christian educa- | 


tion can be suggested as worthy causes 
in addition to local needs. Many will 
leave the disposition of their gift, how- 


ever, to the judgment of church Officers. ; 
The plan should be announced from the | 
pulpit and in the bulletin. Besides, a 


Christmas letter should go ,to each 


church family outlining it, with a special ; 
offering envelope for each member of the | 


family. It is well for the church to print 
its own envelopes. Christmas Sunday 


should be designated as the day to bring [ 


all gifts to the church. 

In a church of 400 active members this 
plan has raised between one and two 
thousand dollars, in addition to the 
normal giving. If this plan were in 
operation generally, it would end the 
financial problems of most churches, 
mission boards, 
organizations. 

The one who puts the Lord first on his 
Christmas list will discover not only that 
‘it is more blessed to give than to 


receive,” but that it is more blessed to [ 


give to the One who is worthy. Such 
gifts prove the sincerity of our gratitude 
for God’s “unspeakable gift.” They make 
Christmas truly Christian. 
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Bible Schools 
Get Together 


EPRESENTATIVES Of forty North 

American Bible schools met at 

Winona Lake, Indiana, October 

14-16 and formed the Accrediting 

Association of Bible Institutes and 
Colleges in a conference that Christian 
educators are hailing as a great forward 
step in integrating the vast field of Bible 
school education with higher education 
generally. 

The historic conference climaxes years 
of discussion on the standardization of 
Bible school credits and courses. While 
it will raise educational standards in 
general, it will not forbid member schools 
from accepting worthy students who can- 
not meet the preferred requirements. 
Accreditation will be on two levels: in- 
termediate and collegiate. The inter- 
mediate level will comprise those schools 
which offer two or three year courses 
below college standard. Schools requir- 
ing high school diplomas and offering 
work on an acceptable standard will 
form the collegiate group. 

As yet no Bible school is actually a 
member of the Association. Standards 
have been drawn up and application pro- 
cedure is now being completed. Schools 
which- apply for membership will be 
investigated, and if approved, will then 
become members. 

It is hoped that this standardization 
will permit graduates of accredited Bible 
institutes and colleges to receive credit 
for their work in colleges and universities. 

Devotional messages at the confer- 
ence were given by Dr. Walter - Wilson, 
Dr. Thomas Moseley, and Dr. William 
Culbertson. Dr. Culbertson said in the 
closing address: “While we recognize the 
heed of raising educational standards, 
and this is our purpose as an accrediting 
association, the need of the hour is for 
Christian students to know God. We 
need the power of God in our souls that 
Wwe may better serve our generation.” 

The conference delegates approved a 
Constitution which provides for a presi- 
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dent, secretary-treasurer, and vice-presi- 
dents to head up both the intermediate 
and collegiate divisions. In addition each 
division will have its own secretary and 
examining board. 

Dr. Samuel H. Sutherland was elected 
president; Rev. Terrelle B. Crum, secre- 
tary-treasurer; Rev. Byron L. Osborne, 
Dr. S. A. Witmer, Dr. Dale V. Davis, Dr. 
Clarence E. Mason, Jr., and Rev. Ralph 
M. Riggs, vice-presidents. Application 
for membership should be addressed to 
Terrelle B. Crum, Providence Bible In- 
stitute, 100 State Street, Providence, R.I.

cere desire that it may help other 
young men who, like myself, feel called 
of God to do revival work. Perhaps it 
will help some to get started, and others 
to establish methods of procedure that 
will raise the ethical standards of evan- 
gelism in America. 

When a boy in the ranch lands of west 
Texas, I felt called of God into the gos- 
pel ministry. I decided that when I got 
big I would attend Moody Bible Institute, 
and then be an evangelist. I graduated 
from the Pastors Course at M.B.I. in 
1941. 

But to enter the evangelistic field 
brought many problems I had not faced 
before. How could I get started? Where 
could I get invitations? When invitations 
came, what would I owe the church and 
its pastor? What about money? 

These problems were real, but when 
I searched for a book with practical help 
I found none. I was surprised then, and 
am now, that no widely used evangelist 
has written such a book. My elder 
brother, Dr. John R. Rice, and others 
helped me a great deal, and in six years

of experience I have learned other 
things. 
Getting Started 


The first serious problem confronting 
the would-be evangelist, of course, is get- 
ing started. How will he get invitations? 
Should he circularize pastors with form 
letters describing his work and asking 
for openings? Should he advertise in 
religious periodicals? Should he appeal 
to some organization to keep him busy? 

In my opinion he definitely should not! 
Pastors, laymen and even the unconvert- 
ed are quick to sense there is something 
wrong with an evangelist using these 
methods. He is likely’ to become immod- 
est and overestimate his ability. Repu- 
table lawyers and doctors adhere to a 
code of ethics that forbids public adver- 
tising. They feel that a job well done 
will result in satisfied clients and pa- 
tients who will, advertise for them. Let 
it be so with evangelists. Let us do our 
work so faithfully and well that pastors 
will gladly recommend us to others. 

Then, too, there is a tendency to de- 
pend on organizations, schemes, and 
methods to keep busy instead of relying 
on the leading of the Holy Spirit. It is 
far better to “trust in the Lord with all 
thine heart; and lean not unto thine 
own understanding. In all thy ways 
acknowledge him, and he shall direct 
thy paths” (Prov. 3:5, 6). 


Preach the Word 


It seems to me that the one thing 
necessary for an evangelist to do in 
order to keep busy is to follow Paul’s 
advice to Timothy: “Preach the word; 
be instant in season, out of season; re- 
prove, rebuke, exhort with all long- 
suffering and doctrine” (II Tim. 4:2). 

If you feel dead sure the Lord wants 
you to be an evangelist, then get going. 
Make up your mind you will preach or 
die! Do not depend on any man or 
group of men, any church or group of 
churches, any denominational headquar- 
ters or hindquarters! If you aren’t in- 
vited by any group to preach, preach 
anyway. The invitation of the Lord is 
enough. 

Preach to unsaved neighbors. Preach 
on the street. Borrow a vacant lot and 
go from door to door telling people you 
will preach there nightly. Preach in an 
empty store building. 

“Preach the word.” Get people saved! 
If you can win the lost and help the

saved, you will soon receive more invi- 
tations for revival campaigns than you 
will know what to do with. Thousands 
of churches are looking and praying for 
evangelists whose one aim is the sal- 
vation of the lost. If you are_a soul- 
winner you will be kept busy. And if 
you aren’t a soul-winner, you ought not 
to even be in the ministry. 

Of course it is perfectly proper that 
you let it be known that you have been 
called of God to do evangelistic work 
and are available for meetings. It is 
right that editors, convinced of your ear- 
nestness and ability, announce in gospel 
periodicals where you may be reached 
with invitations. And it is legitimate 
that true reports of your campaigns be 
published in order that others may re- 
joice with you and invite you for meet- 
ings as the Lord leads. But remember 
you are preaching for God, not men, 
and you are trusting Him for oppor- 
tunities to preach. 

Moreover, since “even so hath the Lord 
ordained that they which preach the 
gospel should live of the gospel,” you 
will find that those to whom you minister 
will gladly support you. 


The Evangelist and the Host Church 


Another problem an evangelist must 
face is choosing which invitations he 
should accept. Certainly he should be 
in no church whose ministry he cannot 
endorse. A church wants an evangelist 
to build up, not tear down; to strengthen, 
not weaken; to unite and not separate. 

Be assured that no church invites an 
evangelist in order that he may correct 
the teaching of that church regarding 
baptism, the Lord’s Supper, etc. There- 
fore if he feels he cannot preach with- 
out getting that church “straightened 
out” on some particular doctrine, let 
him frankly say so before the campaign 
begins. If the church still wants him, 
all right. If not, they can look else- 


where for an evangelist. In either case, [7 


the evangelist will have acted the part 
of a Christian gentleman. The same 
holds true of a union revival campaign 
where churches of different denomina- 
tions are co-operating. 

It is not only unethical but downright 
foolish for an evangelist to harp on some 
doctrinal difference, when it cannot pos- 
sibly do real good but only hinder fellow- 
ship and divert the minds of the people

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A Revival Means Work 


Many a revival has failed because of 
the carelessness and plain laziness of the 
evangelist. The evangelist should re- 
member he is in a revival campaign to 
do the work of an evangelist—not to take 
a vacation. Let him not spend his days 
“seeing the sights” or playing golf or 
going fishing when there is work to he 
done. 

I know it is discouraging when an [7 
evangelist arrives on the field to discover [ 
that no preparatory work has been done. Fj 
It is not inspiring when only a few strag- 
gle in to the meetings. But the evangel- 
ist can improve the situation. He is only 
one man, but he is one. 

So let him work. With the pastor, he 
can visit the church members, praying 
with each one and laying the burden of 
the services on their hearts. He can 
plan special nights. He can get out ad- 
vertising. He can get a group of women 
telephoning. It is surprising what he 
can do if his heart is in it. Scolding or 
sulking will not help matters—working 
will.

Once the campaign is over, the evan- 
gelist should not strive to use any popu- | 
larity he may have gained to oust the | 
pastor and take his place, or start a new 
church. Nor should he write back ask- 
ing or hinting for money. Of course, fF 
there are evangelists who represent mis- 
sionary boards, Bible schools, etc., in | 
which the church is interested and § 
would willingly help. But if names are 
to be taken for a mailing list, it should 
be definitely understood beforehand.

OU could not fail to notice him, he 
stood out so markedly from the crowd 
in the street when I saw him for the first 
time as I was returning home from school 
that evening. He was tall and slender; 
his intelligent face was young and eager, 
and his face evinced friendliness. His 
white turban and the white flowing robes 
beneath his fawn colored aba indicated 
that he was a mullah—a religious teacher. 
Much to my surprise he stepped out 
from the crowd and approached me, 
greeting me with the formal Persian 
greeting and offering me his hand, which 
seemed quite strange to me, for it was 
not the custom those days and especially 
was not the practice of Moslem mullahs. 
Then he surprised me further by asking, 
“Are you looking for the return of 
Christ?” I replied that I was, whereupon 
he said, “So am I.” When I asked him 
how this came about, he told me that 
he was a Christian, and asked me to ap- 
point a time when he might call on me. 
My school duties left me little time 
except Fridays. So Friday morning he 
appeared at my home and we sat down 
together on the floor, and over glasses 
of tea he told me his story. 

“You may be surprised at the manner 
in which I addressed you the other day,” 
he said, “but what I told you is true. I, 
too, am a Christian, and I am looking 
for the return of Christ. I am known 
as the Sadr ul Hofaz—the highest of the 
memorizers. That title was given to me 
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by the Shah of Iran when I appeared be- 
fore him and in the presence of a num- 
ber of mullahs repeated from memory in 
Arabic the entire Koran without a single 
mistake. Naturally, I was very proud of 
my new title, for it was no small task 
that I had performed. But I had done 
more than just memorize the Koran. I 
had made a careful study of Arabic, so 
that I was able to understand the Koran 
and was not like so many who memorize 
it, or parts of it, but do not know its 
meaning. 

“So I continued my study of the Koran, 
for I felt within me a great lack of those 
spiritual qualities which I felt that re- 
ligion should give to a person. So I be- 
gan to search the Koran for that spiritual 
guidance that I wanted. I did not find it 
in the Koran itself; but I was greatly 
surprised at things that came to my no- 
tice as I made my search, things which, 
though I had frequently read them, had 
made no special impression upon me. 
First of these was the evident lack of 
spiritual guidance in the Koran itself. 
Then I was impressed with the extent of 
the commendatory references made to 
Jesus Christ. This seemed strange to me, 
for Islam claims to be superior to Chris- 
tianity. 

“The more I pondered this, the more 
puzzled I became, until one day, in my 
reading and studying of the Koran, I 
was struck by a statement which directed 
those who developed doubts about things 


in the Koran to refer to ‘the people of 
the book.’ Now all Moslems know that 
‘the people of the book’ are the Jews and 
the Christians. This, too, seemed strange 
to me, coming from a book which itself 
claimed to have superseded the Bible. 


“So I determined to secure a Bible and' 


read it and compare it with the Koran. 
This I did at the first opportunity, and I 
read and studied it quite as faithfully as 
I had the Koran. At first I confess I 
was a bit disappointed, for I had the 
usual Moslem ideas as to what a book 
claiming to be a revelation from God 
should be like, and I had been intrigued 
by the rhythm of the Arabic in the 
Koran. 

“However, as I continued to read and 
study the Bible, and to compare it with 
the Koran, I began to appreciate how the 
Bible revealed God’s sympathy with man, 
and His love as shown in Christ gripped 
me until there was nothing left for me 
to do but to accept Christ as my Saviour 
and to endeavor to follow and to serve 
Him.” 

It was with deep interest that I lis- 
tened to his narrative, and when he had 
concluded I asked him, “How is it, then, 
that you still wear the garb of a Moslem 
mullah?” A sweet smile lightened his 


face as he replied, taking his words from f 


the Bible itself, “Man Iooketh upon the 
outward appearance, but God looketh on 
the heart.” Then he went on to assure 
me that he was now continuing to wear 


the garments of a mullah in order to | 


hide the fact that he was a Christian. 
He went on to explain: “For a number 


of years people have known me as a | 


mullah, and as such I have access to all 
classes of Moslems and can_say things 
to the people that I could not say under 
other circumstances. 
them in their homes, at their gatherings, 


in their gardens, wherever they gather | 


together, and wherever I find them I 


tell them about Christ and what I have | 


found in Him for myself. Some listen 
carefully and ask questions. Others make 
fun of me and say, ‘The Sadr ul Hofaz 
has gone crazy.’ But those things do not 


bother me. The one thing I want to do | 


is to tell the Moslems about Christ.” 


People used to tell me how this “crazy | 


mullah” would gather crowds about him 
and then start preaching to them about 
Christ. I have often wondered what 
would have happened had he been able 
to continue his work over a period of 
years. I am not sure but that the sym- 
pathetic attitude of the people of the 
district in which he lived may be, at least 
partially, attributable to his witness.

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Hidden Hands in Palestine

Even so, the problem of the true own- 
ership of Palestine should thus be made 
simple. Isaac was the legal heir, not 
Ishmael. The descendants of Isaac 
should inherit the land today. Simple? 
Yet profoundly just and right. 

But what of Arab claims to Palestine? 
Are they not valid? Recently an anony- 
mous organization has arisen calling it- 
self the Defenders of Arab Palestine. 
Consider the audacity: “Arab Palestine.” 
There never was an Arab Palestine in 
ancient or modern history, but there 
was a Jewish Palestine as all the world 
knows. 

From 1517 to 1918 Palestine was incor- 
porated in the Ottoman empire and was 
subject to the autocratic rule of Turkey. 
There was no such thing as Palestine in 
the political sense. The country was 
included in the Turkish villayets (prov- 
inces) of Beirut and Damascus, and of 
the sanjak (district) of Jerusalem. The 
inhabitants were mainly Arab speaking 
but of diversified origins, with no sense 
of nationality as Palestinians. Arab 
nationalists insisted that Palestine should 
remain Southern Syria. There was no 
Palestinian nation. 

Palestine, as we know it today, was 
created by the peace conference follow- 
ing World War I and a mandate of the 
League of Nations. It was formed for the 
precise reason that the allied powers did 
not intend it to become another Arab 
state. All the civilized world knew that 
it was destined for the establishment of 
a Jewish national home. The mandate, 
validated by fifty-two nations, recognized 
the “historical connection of the Jewish 
people with Palestine,” and “the grounds 
for reconstituting there their national 
home.” 

Emanuel Neumann reveals, “The Brit-" 
ish and Arabs did reach a certain un- 
derstanding. The Arabs were to get 
independence in Arabia proper, i.e., the 
Arabian peninsula, and they were to get 
semi-independence in what is now Iraq 
and the interior of Syria. Two small 
areas were definitely excluded under the 
terms of this understanding. The first 
was Lebanon, with its important Chris- 
tian population. The other was Palestine, 
which was to be set aside for Jewish re- 
settlement and the reconstitution of the 
Jewish national home... . 

“Feisal [Arab leader] had numerous 
conferences with Dr. Weizmann and 
other Zionist leaders and _ repeatedly 
placed himself on record in support of 
Zionist aspirations. In the sight of the 
world by their words and actions, the 
Arab spokesmen recognized the validity 
of Jewish national aspirations with re- 
gard to Palestine.” 

Later things happened to create dis- 
sension between Arabs and Jews. In the 
late thirties Arabs in Palestine began 
to enjoy new prosperity with the coming 
of Jewish immigrants. Jews purchased 
tracts of land from Arabs at exorbitant 
prices, deforested, eroded swamp land, 
like most of the Arab land today. Using 
modern methods of scientific agriculture 
the Jews reclaimed the soil, so that it

produced not one, but two crops in a 
season. 

Arabs have benefited from this, since 
a sharing of benefits was part of Jewish 
policy. There were 500,000 Arabs in Pal- 
estine when the first Jewish colonists 
entered. Today there are approximately 
1,000,000. This proves that entry of Jews 
has worked no harm to the Arabs. 

What stirred up strife? Mussolini and 
Hitler began their nefarious work. Arab 
laborers had been working for Jewish 
colonists at good wages. But German 
and Italian agents offered them fifteen 
dollars a month just to waylay Jews and 
kill them. Documents prove that Arab 
terrorists received close to $250,000 from 
Hitler, and $100,000 from Mussolini. Liv- 
ing off the land while engaged in this 
campaign of terror, Arabs found it eas- 
ier than working. Secret agents mean- 
while sold arms to the Jews with which 
to defend themselves. Their purpose was 
to stir up trouble for the British admin- 
istration. 

If proof is needed, this incident will 
furnish it. In 1937, in a large house out- 
side of Tel Aviv, two foreign agents were 
arrested, Reuben Schenzvit, an Italian 
secret service man, and a German agent 
known as Joseph Miller. In the base- 
ment was a large arsenal of weapons 
from which an underground tunnel 400 
yards long led to a secret exit. Police 
established the fact that while Miller was 
supplying arms to Arabs, his partner 
Schenzvit was selling—from the same 
storehouse—arms to the Jews. 

Italian agents distributed radio sets to 
Arabs during those years. Though very 
few could read or write, all could listen 
to Mussolini’s daily broadcasts of in- 
flammatory anti-British propaganda in- 
tended to stir them up to revolt. 

Simultantously, according to the Pal- 
estine Weekly News, Hitler was main- 
taining two German propaganda centers 
at Cairo and Bagdad. At Damascus he 
built a palatial club, el Nadi el Arabi, 
with 120 young Arab members, whom he 
nazified as fast as he wished. Is it diffi- 
cult to discover where trouble-making 
Arab leaders of today got their training? 


, ANOTHER pair of hidden 
hands are unceasingly active in that 
troubled land—the hands of Almighty 
God, who is still the God of Israel. The 
title deeds from the original Owner of 
the earth naming the Jews as legal own- 
ers of Palestine are still extant in mil- 
lions of Bibles the world around. The 
land of promise is not merely the 10,000 
square miles of what is known today as 
Palestine, or Western Palestine, but an 
area far greater. Read Genesis 15:18: 
“In the same day the Lord made a cove- 
nant with Abram, saying, Unto thy seed 
have I given this land, from the river of 
Egypt unto the great river, the river 
Euphrates.” 

Despite the present confusion and 
strife, the lingering disillusionment that 
faces modern Jewry, God will someday 
bring His people back into the land of 
promise.

THE BOOK OF ECCLESIASTES 

What is your opinion of the book of 
Ecclesiastes? Is it according to God’s 
program or not?—A. M., Cicero, Iil. 

There was controversy over including 
this book in the sacred Scriptures in very 
early Christian times. It was not ques- 
tioned that it was originally included in 
the Old Testament as handed down to 
the Church. But it was frequently chal- 
lenged on the ground of parts of its con- 
tents being of a somewhat agnostic char- 
acter. The controversy always ended, 
however, by including it in the Scrip- 
tures. Evidently then it has a place in 
God’s purpose. 

The book deals with certain problems 
of life. It aims ultimately to show that 
as far as the world or worldliness is con- 
cerned, all is unreal. That is not reality 
which finds its satisfactions and joys in 
what we call the world or worldliness (the 
things that pass away with their using 
and are destined to perish). So also the 
results of all merely human effort, as an 
end in itself, are illusive. They may be 
useful to lead to something better in the 
scale of worldly things and attainment, 
but if they do not lead to God, then they 
are all vanity. 

There is no proper satisfaction in the 
pursuits of the thinker and scholar if they 
do not lead to God. The pleasurts and 
prosperity of the world are equally futile 
and empty. 

The book represents the attempt of a 
soul.to reach genuine satisfaction, the 
best. There are alternating passages of 
hope and pessimism. The conclusion of 
the book evidently is that without God 
all is vanity. God is the source and the 
goal of all human life and effort. This 
is summed up in such passages as 8:12 
and chapter 12. It is truly well only 
“with them that fear God.”

THE TRANSFIGURATION 

Please explain Luke 9:27. What did 
Jesus mean by the kingdom of God 
here? Are only some of the twelve 
referred to here or all of the disciples? 
—Mrs. E. F., Forest Park, Iil. 

Luke 9:27 reads: “But I tell you of a 
truth, there be some standing here, which 
shall not taste of death, till they see the 
kingdom of God.” 

Opinion as to the meaning of the king- 
dom of God in this passage is divided 
into two main views. Some refer this 
coming of the Son of Man in His king- 
dom to the judgment which fell upon the 
Jewish nation in the destruction of the 
city and Temple, when most of that gen- 
eration, when these words were spoken, 
was still living; and Matthew 24:34 is 
urged in support of this. Those who 
press this view believe that this destruc- 
tion and the setting aside of Israel were 
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a vindication of the Kingship of Christ, 
which Israel had disowned, and the 
coming of His kingdom in the Church. 

A more common and acceptable view 
is that this seeing of thé kingdom of God 
was fulfilled in the transfiguration of 
Christ on the mount. It was rather in 
that sense a foreshadowing and a fore- 
taste of the “excellent glory” of that 
kingdom. 

This view seems to be supported by the 
context. It is a context of crisis. The 
shadow of the cross was beginning to 
deepen, not only on His own path, but 
on that of the disciples also (Matt. 16:21- 
26; Luke 9:22-26). Their thoughts must 
have dwelt on it that whole week (Luke 
9:28). They couldn’t comprehend a cross 
as the climax of His career and the cul- 
mination of their confidence and hopes. 
So they were encouraged by a vision of 
what lay beyond. Though it was neces- 
sary that the Son of Man go (by way of 
the cross), He would come “in the glory of 
his Father” in His kingdom. His aton- 
ing death would be followed by the glory 
of the resurrection. The transfiguration 
was to comfort them, to strengthen their 
faith and to purify their devotion to 
Him. 

In this great event are presented three 
great cornerstones of our faith: the in- 
carnation (the beloved Son of God be- 
come man), the atonement (in His 
vicarious death), and the resurrection 
(the vision of the glory that should fol- 
low). How appropriate that this great 
passage should ciose with the words 
“Jesus only.” It is to this seeing of His 
kingdom that Peter refers particularly 
in II Peter 1:16-18. And a reflection of 
it is seen in the frequent mention in his 
first epistle of the glory to be revealed.

ORIGINAL SIN 

What is the meaning of Psalm 51:5? 
There seems to be a conflict in such 
passages as this and [Corinthians 7: 
38; Hebrews 13:4; I Timothy 5:11.— 
Mrs. F. S., Joliet, Ill. 

In the words of Psalm 51:5, “Behold, 
I was shapen in iniquity; and in sin did 
my mother conceive me,” there is no 
thought or suggestion whatever of an 
act of sin in connection with the psalm- 
ist’s birth. 

He acknowledges here the fact that we 
are sinners not only in act but by nature. 
It is not a sin, but original sin, now be- 
come the nature of the race. What in 
Adam before the Fall was only a lia- 
bility, became a tendency after he sinned. 
Adam was made in the image and like- 
ness of God, but in Genesis 5:3 (cf. v.1) 
it is said that Adam begat a son in his 
own likeness, after his image. 

Now we are “by nature children of 
wrath” (Eph. 2:3). This is the plain and 


explicit teaching of Romans 5, and j 
is implicit throughout the Scriptura 
“Wherefore, as by one man sin entere 
into the world, and death by sin; an 
so death passed upon all men, for tha 
all have sinned” (Rom. 5:12). 

There is no reflection whatsoever upo 
marriage, as some seem to think fron 
I Timothy 5:11 and I Corinthians 17:3 
The psalmist in this great psalm of con, 
fession acknowledges and deplores no 
only his acts of sin, but the nature ¢ 
sin transmitted to the race, which rend 
ders him incapable in this nature of per 
fectly obeying and pleasing God. Anj 
he pleads for cleansing (through ths 
blood, v. 7) and the work:of God’s Spiri 
in his heart. 

Hebrews 13:4 supports the sanctity 0 
marriage, and the other passages refe 
to special circumstances and times ji 
connection with believers, which even i 
their case do not necessarily affect ; 
majority. Certainly Paul never dis# 
paraged the marriage relationship no 
intended any reflection upon it.

THE 2,300 DAYS OF DANIEL 

What is the meaning of the 2,30 
days of Daniel 8:147—R. E. B., Grow 
City, Pa. 

The word “day” in this verse is ny 
present in the Hebrew. It is 2,300 “eve 
ning-morning.” Undoubtedly it refers 
the evening and morning burnt offering 
(Exod. 29:38-42), the continual bur 
offering presented daily upon the altar 
both together comprising one day. There: 
fore this period obviously is to be under 
stood as literal days. ‘ 

Commentators differ as to whether 
means a total of 2,300 offerings ané 
therefore 1,150 days, or whether thi 
“evening-morning” is to be taken as? 
unit, and therefore 2,300 days. The lat 
ter seems to miore naturally suggest itsel! 
as the period meant. ‘In neither case 
however, it does not seem to present al) 
serious obstacle to the interpretation. 

First of all the vision concerns Daniel! 
people, Israel. Then it is distinctly state 
that its consummation is “at the time 0 
the end” (Dan. 8:17); “it belongeth tf 
the appointed time of the end” (8:1! 
R.V.). There are those who think it ha 
its fulfillment in the second century BC 
However, such a fulfillment considered 4% 
a primary fulfillment or applicatio 
would not be inconsistent with a con 
summation in the future. This applic 
to many Old Testament prophecies. 

Such a fulfillment in the past certainl 
fits the Maccabean period. If consideret 
as 1,150 days then, that was about thi 
time from the desecration of the Temp 
in 168 B.C. by Antiochus Epiphanes un 
its recapture, cleansing and rededicatio 
in 165 B.C. Considered as 2,300 days, ii 
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is true also that this time represents the 
period beginning with 172-171 B.C. when 
the spoilation of the Temple’s treasures 
first began by this monarch, and with it 
the corruption of the priesthood and 
leaders of the people (a desecration of 
the host—the people, 8:13). 

, With regard to the “end time,” 1,150 
days are an approximation of the second 
half of Daniel’s seventieth week, with the 
preaking of the agreement with Israel 
at that time, the actual suppression of 
the daily sacrifices, and a desecration 
comparable to that of Antiochus Epiph- 
anes in the days of the Maccabees. If 
it be considered as 2,300 days, this may 
represent the whole time of the “little 
horn’s” connection with the city and the 
sanctuary. This would be a little short 
of the whole of Daniel’s seventieth week.

SAUL AND DAVID 

Can you explain the seeming dis- 
crepancy between I Samuel 16:19, 
where Saul appears to know Jesse and 
his son David, and I Samuel 17:55, 
where he does not know them?— L.M., 
Findlay, Ohio 

Meny solutions of this apparent dis- 
crepancy have been suggested, but it is 
not necessary to suppose a contradic- 
tion. In the first place, it is not difficult 
to understand David as “a mighty valiant 
man. and a man of war” (16:18) even in 
his early youth as a “stripling.”” One who 
could single-handed rescue a sheep out 
of the very mouth of a lion and a bear 
could be called a “mighty valiant man.” 
And since the Philistines lived not very 
far away, he was no doubt called upon to 
defend his flocks from their raids and 
could have been a “man of war” from 
his early youth up. 

A brief outline of a whole course of 
events and relationships is frequent in 
Hebrew style without mention of those 
details which led to such relationships. 
So having introduced David to Saul, the 
account states in verse 21 that Saul loved 
David greatly and that David became his 
armor-bearer, without mentioning at that 
point the matter of Goliath which led up 
to this. Thus, frequently, there is a going 
back to mention those occurrences and 
details which led to the relationships at 
first described. 

A brief chronology of the relationship 
of Saul and David up to this point is: 
(1) David is called to minister with his 
music to Saul’s melancholy moods. This 
may have been a short visit or even more 
than one visit (17:15). (2) David visits 
the camp and slays Goliath. His appear- 
ance may have changed by then, perhaps 
in the growth of a beard. Saul’s melan- 
choly may have served only to dimly 
retain the features of David in his mem- 
ory. (3) After the slaying of Goliath he 
became attached to Saul’s house per- 
manently, as stated in 16:21. 

Obscurity in such narratives in Scrip- 
ture is due partly to brevity and to the 
omission at times of details. So Scripture 
often pursues its course of the main 
thread of events without mention at all 
of those matters which do not bear di- 
Tectly upon its purpose. It is simply the 
Omission of connecting facts at certain 
points and not a matter of contradictory 
records.

actions circumscribed by sin, that isf; 


within the sphere of sin. “Do” refers to 
the habitual practice of anything. This

from sins of ignorance, sins he cannot 
confess specifically because he does not 
recognize them as sin, not having grown 
in the Christian life sufficiently to do so.

The missionary technical specialist has 
his work for the day cut out for him.

Yes, that’s all 
it is just now; but a dream that is well on 
its way to becoming a glorious, practical 
reality. 

Does all this mean that the average 
missionary will never be able to fly his 
own plane or take his own pictures? Not 
at all! On the contrary, the operation 
of this plan would make it possible for 
the general missionary with special talent 
and training along these lines to use 
these skills far more safely and efficiently 
than is possible at present. 

It further means that the performance

the goal: the possession of the land and 
the enjoyment of the inheritance. 

Joshua and Caleb had been doing ex- 
actly that for many years. They had 
their hearts set on the land flowing with 
milk and honey, while their brethren 
worried about the wicked inhabitants of 
the land and the giants that lived there. 
The spies who accompanied Caleb and 
Joshua had to admit that it was a good 
land. They actually said so. “We came 
unto the land . .. and surely it floweth 
with milk and honey; and this is the fruit 
of it’ (Num. 13:27). Yet they turned 
right around and contradicted all that by 
saying, “The land, through which we 
have gone to search it, is a land that 
eateth up the inhabitants thereof; and 
all the people that we saw in it are men 
of great stature” (v. 32). 

Just how any country could produce 
men of great stature and at the same 
time consume its inhabitants is a bit 
difficult to understand. But such are the 
arguments of unbelief, with its accom- 
panying pessimism and discouragement. 
Here, however, we have none of the dis- 
couraging pessimism of unbelief. The 
Lord had commanded him! Was not 
that enough? Surely it was. 

The prediction that he was to divide 
the land for an inheritance carried with 
it the guarantee of its victorious con- 
quest. One cannot divide that which he 
does not possess. Oh, that we were as 
ready to take the Lord at His word as 
Joshua was. 

In nine brief verses the Holy Spirit 
has given us the commission of the lead- 
er who began his career as Moses’ min- 
ister, and then became his successor. 
But his task was altogether different 
from that which Moses had to perform. 






To lead the people across the desert was 
one thing. To lead them into battle 
against nations who would dispute every 
inch of progress was quite another. Hence 
the special encouragements which we 
have here. 






Initial Plans for Conquest 
In the verses which follow we find 
Joshua assuming command. In verses 10 
and 11 we get his first orders. 
manded the officers of the people, say 
ing, Pass through the host, and con- 



















mand the people, saying, Prepare youp 





victuals; for within three days ye snall 
pass over this Jordan; to go to possess 






the land, which the Lord your God giveth . 





you to possess it.” 

True leader that he was, Joshua knew 
how to assign tasks to others. No doubt 
he could have issued this. command di- 
rectly to the people. But that would not 
have been real leadership. He com- 
manded the officers who, in turn, com- 
manded the people. 

It was under similar circumstances 
that our Lord worked through His dis- 
ciples to meet the need of the multitude, 
when He fed them with the loaves and 
fishes. Here, of course, the people were 
told to prepare themselves victuals. But 
fundamentally the cases were identical. 
The need of the people was Joshua's 
first concern. 

Before they left Egypt they had eaten 














the lamb roasted with fire, and un-— 
leavened bread. They ate in haste, withf 
loins girded and staff in hand. Here wef 





find a different sort of preparation. There 
was no need of haste. 






This apparent delay of three days may 
But we shallf 


look like a waste of time. 
learn later what was taking place during 
those three days. For the nation as a 
whole, they were days of waiting and 
days of preparation. For the city of 


Jericho, they were days of grace, evenp 


though but one household availed itself 
of that grace. 
there were reasons for this delay. 

The Israelites knew that they were to 
pass over and to possess. That was as 
sure as if they had already passed over, 
and were already in possession. But the 
most remarkable thing about these days 
of preparation is that there is not 4 
word said about their enemies, nor yet 
about the weapons that they would need 
to fight them. It was ever and always 
the promised possession that was kept 
before their minds and hearts. 













The Unity of God’s People 

It was during this time of waiting and 
preparation that Joshua had special word 
for the two and a half tribes which had 
already entered into their possession: on 
the east of Jordan. The Lord had given 
them rest and He had given them that 
land. Moses, of course, was the one 
through whom all of this was accom- 
plished, and Joshua showed not. the 
slightest intention of disregarding that. 
What Moses did as the servant of the 
Lord was final. But they were not on 
that account to settle down there 4 
those who had arrived, while their breth- 
ren fought for possession of their in- 
heritance on the west of Jordan. There 
fore, all of the valiant men _ wefe 
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'sension, and even strife, 


} selves 


commanded to go over in array before 4» 


their brethren “until the Lord have given 
your brethren rest, as he hath given you, 
and they also have possessed the land 
which the Lord your God giveth them.” 

What a beautiful illustration we have 
here of the essential unity of the Lord’s 
people. We are members one of another. 
If we act on that principle we shall not 
rest in easy selfishness while others battle

The worldling talks about one world, 
but we as Christians have something 
better than that. We are members of 
one body, the Church which is His 
(Christ’s) body. 

We hear much about the United Na- 
tions. There may be union, but appar- 
ently there is little unity. Man may 
attempt the former; only the Holy Spirit 
can effect the latter. “By one Spirit are 
we all baptized into one body, whether 
we be Jews or Gentiles, whether we be 
bond or free; and have all been made to 
drinx into one Spirit” (I Cor. 12:13). 

Of course Israel’s unity as a nation was 
not on this order. Nevertheless, it is in- 
teresting to see that even though there 
were twelve tribes, there was a national 
unity which manifested itself in the 
united front which they presented to 
their common foe. In this they may well 
serve us aS an illustration, especially in 
these days when there is so much dis- 
among the 
Lord’s people. 

We need more than ever before to pre- 
sent a united front against our common 
foe, the devil. And yet, how much time 


/ and strength we waste in fighting each 


other! 

The response to Joshua’s command is 
inspiring. “They answered Joshua, say- 
ing, All that thou commandest us we will 
do, and whithersoever thou sendest us, 
we will go” (Josh. 1:16). Not only did 
they promise complete obedience, but 
it was to be of the same quality as that 
rendered to his great precedessor, Moses 
(v. 17). Yea, they went even further. 
They promised that anyone rebelling 
against the commands of Joshua would 
be dealt with summarily. Insubordina- 
tion would not be tolerated. They them- 
would administer discipline if 
necessary. And then, just as if they had 
actually heard the Lord speaking to 
Joshua, they repeated the divine en- 
couragement, “Be strong and of a good 
courage.” 

What more could any leader ask than 
that? And so far as the record goes, 
they never lost that spirit of devotion to 
Joshua. Never once do we read that 
they rebelled against his authority. 
Among their many weaknesses and mis- 
takes we never hear about insubordina- 
tion. Therefore, when Joshua “mus- 
tered out” these men (Josh. 22) he could 
do so with words of commendation and 
blessing. What a testimony to their 
faithfulness! And what an example to 
us! 

The Lord help us to be likeminded in 
unswerving obedience and loyalty to the 
Captain of our salvation. And let us 
consider it a privilege to have a part in 
the great work of causing others to en- 
joy the blessings which are theirs and 
ours in Christ.

church take offerings to pay the evan- 
gelist’s traveling expenses from his last 
engagement, and his room and board 
during the campaign. Then a love offer- 
ing is taken for him on one or more 
nights during the campaign. 

The honest and thoughtful evangelist 
will be careful to include only actual 
travel fare, and food and lodging in his 
expense account. He will pay for his 
own personal bills, such as laundry and 
phone calls. And if his wife or other 
members of his family travel with him, 
he will personally pay their fare, food 
and hotel bills, unless actually members 
of his party and the host church has 
understood this to be so in advance. 

If the evangelist feels his love offer- 
ing should be taken in any particular 
way, let him plainly say so before plans 
for the campaign are concluded. Almost 
all misunderstandings can be eliminated 
by definite understanding before the 
campaign begins. This cannot be over- 
stressed. 

Certainly no evangelist should set a 
price on his ministry and demand a set 
sum for his services. If he does so, there 
will be a tendency to avoid small places 
where his remuneration would not be 
large. And he will be in grave danger 
of becoming so money-minded that his 
first consideration will be finances and 
not soul-winning. It is hard to imagine 
Paul writing to the Romans that he 
would come to them for a hundred dol- 
lars a week! 

Paul was not concerned about what 
folks would do for him, but what he 
could do for them. When he had to make 
tents for a living, he made them. When 
he had to skimp, he did. When people 
gave generously, he rejoiced. “For I have 
learned,” Paul said, “in whatsoever state 
I am, therewith to be content.” 

The evangelist will do well, then, to 
make no financial requirement other 
than that the people be allowed to give 
to him as they feel led of the Lord. If 
God has called you to preach, He will 
see you through financially. 


Work for a Nation-wide Revival 


As a young man, my heart is thrilled 
as I notice evidences of a mighty re- 
vival in America: great city-wide revival 
campaigns conducted by men of God; the 
glorious victories and giant strides of 
Youth for Christ; the many churches 
calling for evangelists. Surely embers are 
glowing, and with all the sincerity of my 
heart I pray that revival fires may burn 
brightly in our land again. 

But I realize that if America as a whole 
is to experience a mighty revival, our 
churches and pastors must turn from 
worldliness, laziness and indifference to 
go out with bold passion to seek the lost.

THE PRINCE OF PEACE 
Isaiah 9:2-7; Revelation 11:15; 15:2-4 | 


Memory Selection: Glory to God in the 
highest, and on earth peace among men 
in whom he is well pleased.—Luke 2:14, 
R.V. 


HIs is our Christmas lesson; we shall 

want to direct attention to the Lord 
Jesus Christ as the Prince of Peace. It 
is a fact which should need no proof that 
we shall know peace only as we know the 
Prince of Peace. In a world which knows 
a great deal about trials, hatred, rivalry, 
suspicion and intrigue, we shall do well 
to remind ourselves of our blessed Lord 
and Saviour who has brought peace to 
our hearts, and who some great day will 
bring peace to a distraught world. 


“ The Kingdom Promised (Isa. 9: 
2-7). 

The opening verses of this passage 
emphasize the joy of this kingdom. Notice 
that the negative is omitted in the 
rendering of verse 3 in the American 
Standard Version. In this kingdom over 
which the Prince of Peace shall rule, 
there will be light and rejoicing; op- 
pression will be put down, and the re- 
sults of war will be banished. 

The King of the kingdom is also 
brought before us in this passage. He is 
the child born, the Son given. The Son 
of God from all eternity was given by 
His Father, but He came as a child. 
Furthermore, Jesus Christ, who alone of 
all the sons of men meets the require- 
ments of this passage, is given the gov- 
ernment. It is He who is called Wonder- 
ful, Counselor, Mighty God, Everlasting 
Father, Prince of Peace. As the Monarch 
of the kingdom He shall bring peace, be- 
cause He establishes His reign in justice 
and righteousness forever. 

II. The Kingdom Attained (Rey. 
11:15). 

In days when it seems as though God’s 
purposes are assailed, when unrighteous- 
ness always seems to triumph, we need 
to remind ourselves of the truth of this 
passage of Scripture. The hour is coming 
when the kingdoms of this world shall 
become the kingdoms of our Lord and 
of His Christ. The divine sentence is that 
He shall reign forever and ever. 

Undoubtedly this verse has in view that 
coming of our Lord described in Revela- 
tion 19:11-16. God’s truth must triumph; 
God’s Word cannot fail. Men may be 
mistaken as to how this kingdom will 
come, but all are certainly right who be- 
lieve that it will come. 

We are not to be mislead by the

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teaching of men that the Millennium will 
come to earth through the efforts of 
men, even of good men. The Church is 
to be used of God in calling out from 
among the Gentiles a people for His 
name, and in gathering the remnant of 
Israel according to the election of grace. 
Nothing less than the catastrophic com- 
ing of the Son of God inaugurates the 
kingdom of our God and Saviour in its 
millennial form. What a word of re- 
assurance, and what a challenge to go 
on in that ministry which God has put 
in our hands for the blessing of mankind. 

God does rule over men; it is true that 
the earth is the Lord’s and the fullness 
thereof. God is working out His purposes 
in His providences and in all the move- 
ments of history toward that day when 
the Son of Man shall be King of kings 
and Lord of lords. This truth is certainly 
emphasized in Colossians 1:16, where we 
are told (A.S.V.) that all creation is 
“unto Him.” Creation was not only in 
Him, in the sense of the divine plan; it 
was not only through Him, in the sense 
of divine execution, but it is as well unto 
Him, as its goal. So when that day comes 
of which Revelation 11:15 speaks and 
which Revelation 19:11-16 describes, 
God’s purposes for this world will have 
reached a goal planned by God in a past 
eternity. 


III. The King Extolled (Rey. 15:2-4). 

Here the heavenly host is pictured as 
singing the song of Moses and the song 
of the Lamb. You will notice it is one of 
praise to God. He is spoken of as-the 
Lord God, the Almighty, the King; and 
is described as mighty, righteous, true 
and holy. The greatness of His works is

extolled; the magnitude of His name is f 


praised. Little wonder, therefore, that the 
nations in the day of His revelation shall 
come to worship before Him. 

All true praise ‘has the Lord as its 
object. Here the heavenly song would 
give us a clue as to the kind of praise 


that truly glorifies God. Certainly we are fF 
not suggesting that we should do away f

conviction of heart, assurance of soul, 
and blessedness of spirit.

We can learn from this passage that a

He is in the light of what He does; our? 


feeble sense can apprehend His great- 
ness only as we behold the magnitude of 
His works. But these blessed attributes 


of His we have mentioned should occupy 


our thoughts and sober our hearts. 


How wonderful to have a God omnipo- § 
tent, all righteous, perfectly holy. Let 


us say with the psalmist, “This God shall 
be our God forever and forever.”

GOD’S ETERNAL RULE 
Revelation 21:1-7, 22-27 
Memory Selection: Thy kingdom is an 
everlasting kingdom, and thy dominion 


endureth throughout all generations.—f 


Psalm 145:13 


YONSISTENTLY throughout the Word off 
God emphasis is placed on the com-f 
ing glory. In fact, you will find that in-f 
variably God encourages us in the midst) 


of present suffering by the promise of 
the glory we shall have with Him. 
How different is this scriptural ap- 
proach from the one so often taken by 
Christians. Frequently we comfort our- 
selves with the remembrance that others 
have greater suffering than we. The Word 
of God never does that. Logic should 
teach us the superiority of the scriptural 
approach; for if we should find ourselves 


in the worst possible condition, therep 


would be no worst condition to which we 
could look for comfort in our suffering. 


Romans 8:17 and II Timothy 2:12 arey 


illustrations of the scriptural view. 
Today’s lesson points forward to God's 

eternal rule. We recognize the inaccuracy 

of our last statement, for God’s eternal 


rule refers just as much to His ruff 


previously and presently as to the future 
rule; in fact, eternity is not characterized 
by the passing of time. However, in ou 
thinking we are looking forward to the 
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goal of all human history: the coronation 
of our Lord Jesus Christ and the sub- 
sequent turning over of the kingdom and 
the glorification of the Triune God. 


I. The New Abode (vv. 1-3). 

John in the Spirit saw a new heaven 
and a new earth. The expression that 
the first heaven and the first earth are 
passed away reminds us that all that 
is untoward, all that grieves, will be 
taken away. In addition, the statement 
is made that the sea is no more. If we 
follow the usage of the Old Testament 
in referring to the sea as the heathen 
people, we are reminded of the fact that 
in this eternal abode only those who 
know God will be present. 

vhe Holy City, the new Jerusalem, 
comes down out of heaven from God and 
is pictured as a bride adorned for her 
husband. So beautiful will be the dwell- 
ing of the saints, so to be desired will 
be that abode, it can be pictured as a 
bride adorned for her husband. Then it 
is that the tabernacle of God will be 
with men. He will dwell with men, and 
they shall be His people. 


If. The New Life (vv. 4-7). 

How wonderful to contemplate the joy 
of our coming life with God. If there 
were no more promise than that He 
shall wipe away every tear from our 
eyes, how great a blessing that would be. 

It is our privilege under God to help 
the children of men see God’s provi- 


» dence in their sorrows, and thus in a 


sense to dry their eyes; but when God 
wipes our eyes, we shall need to cry no 
more. Thus would the Lord remind us 
of the supernal joy which will be ours. 

The reason men weep will be removed. 
For example, death shall be no more; 
thus there will be no need to mourn 


nor cry. Sickness will be no more, for 


this passage says there will be no pain. 


| The first things of grief and sorrow are 


indeed passed away. The One who is 
sitting on the throne says, “Behold I 
make all things new”’—and they are. 
Additional assurance is vouchsafed to 
us in view of the fact that John by the 
Spirit of God attests the word: “these 
words are true and faithful.” So certain 
are they of fulfillment, it can be said 


/ as in verse 6 that they have come to 


pass. 

We look forward to that day when we 
shall drink to the full from the fountain 
of the water of life, and when we shall 
inherit the blessing of God. In a sense, 
we are now God’s children incognito. 


' I John 3:13 and Romans 8:19, 23 inti- 


mate this fact. But there is a coming day 
when we shall be manifested as the 
children of God, and we shall enter into 
our inheritance. Though when a child 
of God dies we often say he has en- 
tered into his inheritance, strictly speak- 
ing that inheritance and that reward 
will be his when the Lord Jesus Christ 
comes again (Rev.. 22:12). 


III. The New Status (vv. 22-27). 

We do not need to enter into the ques- 
tion as to whether the millennial scene 
is described rather than the eternal 
scene, beginning in verse 9. The point 
here is that the nations are within the

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light of the city of God, and they bring 
their wealth to that city. 

The picture, as nearly as we can make 
it out, would seem to be that of the new 
Jerusalem, the Holy City, in a position 
above the earth. The nations walk in 
its light (and, of course, the Lamb is 
its light), and the kings of the earth 
bring their glory into it. 

The description of the gates as never 
being shut reminds“us that our entrance 
into it is always assured. However, it is 
a place of absolute purity and of com- 
plete holiness, for this passage tells us 
that nothing unclean, no one who is 
guilty of base conduct or tells lies shall 
enter into it. This is the celestial abode 
of those whose names are written in the 
Lamb’s book of life. 

Once again we have the opportunity of 
bringing to the unsaved the supreme 
necessity of making the decision of their 
lives, which will make it possible for 
them to share in the life about which we 
are studying. 





January 4 
BELIEFS THAT MATTER 
Acts 16:11-15; I Timothy 4:16; 
I John 5:1-5 
Memory Selection: Whosoever believeth 
that Jesus is the Christ is born of God: 
and every one that loveth him that 
begat loveth him also that is begotten 
of him—I John 5:1 


t should be understood that while the 

natural man cannot understand the 
Christian faith (I Cor. 2:14), that fact 
does not indicate that the Christian’s 
faith is irrational. Indeed, the reason 
the unsaved man cannot understand the 
things of God is that man’s reason is 
perverted by sin. The man who acts on 
the demands of the gospel will prove the 
rationality of it to himself as well as 
experience the blessings of it. 

The uniform testimony of the Word of 
God is that belief is most important. 
What a man thinks in his heart is what 
he really is. It is out of his heart that 
his works proceed. 

This lesson touches on a very funda- 
mental and basic fact. We are dealing 
with belief that will make us what God 
wants us to be. The alternative is that 
we cannot be what God wants us to be 
if we do not so believe. It does matter 
very much what a man believes, when we 
see the relationship of that faith to life. 

The Scripture passages selected for our 
lesson center about three facts concern- 
ing our Lord. 


I. Christianity Means Belief in a 
Person (John 20:30, 31). 

These verses constitute the well-known 
purpose of the fourth Gospel. John, in 
contradistinction to the other Gospel 
writers, made no attempt to tell a con- 
secutive, day-by-day story of the life of 
our Lord. The Holy Spirit led John to 
be quite selective in his material. This 
fact is indicated in the statement, “Many 
other signs truly did Jesus .. . which are 
not written in this book” (20:30). 

These “other signs” refer to miracles.

HE Triune God has revealed Himself 

not only in what He has made, but 
more particularly and fully through what 
He has spoken in the Scriptures. Our 
faith in God rests upon that revelation 
of Himself. 

God is so great that men by searching 
could not have found Him out. Man is 
so sinful that left to his own ingenuity, 
his own perverted mind would never have 
discovered the true God. Beyond all pos- 
sible contradiction, man needs the liber- 
ation of God. The glory of the gospel 
is that God has revealed Himself. 


I. _— Revealed in Creation (Isa. 

:28). 

The apostle Paul in speaking of this 
revelation of God reminds us that it is 
the power and deity of the Godhead 
which we see displayed in what He has 
made (Rom. 1:18-20). In view of His 
power and Godhead, men recognize some- 
thing of their lost condition, because the 
perfection of the God of creation causes 
their imperfection to stand out the more 
boldly. 

This God whom we worship is the ever- 
lasting God, He is Jehovah, the Creator 
of the ends of the earth. There never 
was a time when He did not exist. There 
is nothing in keeping with His nature 
which He cannot perform. 

But perhaps the greatest revelation of 
Isaiah 40:28 is in the word Jehovah 
(Lorp). He is the covenant-keeping God, 
He is the God of redemption. This same 
Lord who is from everlasting to everlast- 
ing, who has such great power, whose 
wisdom is inscrutable, who never faints, 
who never is weary, is the God of salva- 
tion to those who trust in Him. 

As we view His creation, not only in 
what we see on earth, but as we look be- 
yond and see something of the greatness 
of all that God has made, we bow our 
heads before Him and acknowledge Him 
to be the Lord. If our lips are to be 
opened they must be opened in doxology. 
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Thank God that in the midst of all the 
revelation of God’s greatness there is the 
gospel revelation of His greatness in 

aviourhood, else we would despair. 


Many are the men and women of God 
through the ages who would arise to say 
Amen to the words we have in this pas- 
sage of Scripture. This great God of cre- 
ation is also the God of providence, who 
in grace provides for His own. 

In all His strength He is not unmind- 
ful of our weakness; in all His wisdom He 
js not unmindful of our ignorance. He 
giveth power to the faint, He increaseth 
strength. How true it is that even those 


who should not faint, do. Even youths | 


shal! faint, even young men shall fail. 
In all our own puny power we are doomed 
to disaster and disappointment. But this 
great God renews the strength of those 
who wait upon Him. He gives the power 
for all of life, whether it be to mount up 
with wings, to run, or to walk. God is 
sufficient. Let us remind ourselves that 
there is no anticlimax in the order of 
these occupations mentioned—mounting, 
running, walking. The place we need the 
power of God the most is in the walking, 
and, thank God, we may have that power. 


God Revealed in His Son (John 


m14:8-14). 


There are two Words of God—the writ- 
ten Word and the living Word. In a very 
real sense these two are one, for the 
written Word reveals the living Word, 
and the living Word is the embodiment of 


‘the written Word. Thus we have God’s 


full and final revelation in His beloved 
Son (Heb. 1:1-3). 

God’s work of creation and God’s ac- 
tivity in providence cannot tell the full 
story. It is only when by faith we look 
into the face of the Lord Jesus Christ

No one could ask for any clearer claim 
to deity than is involved in our Lord’s 
answer to Philip. To have seen the Lord 
Jesus was to have seen the Father. So 
ar from decrying such a relationship, our 
‘Lord specifically cites it. On another 
occasion He said, “I and my Father are 
one” (John 10:30). 

To corroborate in Philip’s. mind the 
truth which He spoke, our Lord reminded 
him of the fact that the words which had 
been spoken were the result of the Fa- 
ther’s abiding, and further, that the 
works which our Lord had performed 
were the result of that same abiding.

“It looks beautiful,” he was informed, 
“but we have no connection with the 
power.” 

How true this is of many so-called 
Christians! Their works look beautiful, 
but because they have no connection with 
the only source of real power, they are 
useless and unjustified in the sight of 
God, who looketh not on the outward ap- 
pearance. 

Jesus said, “Without me ye can do 
nothing” (John 15:5). The Epistle of 
James emphasizes works as the inevitable 
result of faith (2:17); but without this 
application of saving faith to the sin- 
marred soul, the works are as dead and 
useless as the church lighting system was 
without power (James 2:26). 

Christ is the One who makes the con- 
nection with the energizing power of 
God. He alone is able to justify us and 
our works with God the Father (Gal. 
2:16).

The Prophetic Faith of Our Fathers. 
Volume II[, by Leroy Edwin Froom. 

This book issuing from the Seventh Day 
Advent press is the first in order of publica- 
tion in a four-volume history of prophetic 
teaching down through the centuries. The 
volume before us deals with the develop- 
ments in the study of prophecy in the new 
world and the old during the eighteenth 
and nineteenth centuries. 

That this set of books will constitute a 
monumental contribution to scholarship in 
the specialized field covered, cannot be 
questioned. An enormous amount of origi- 
nal research and great financial expendi- 
tures lie behind this publishing enterprise. 
The sponsors as well as the author deserve 
the highest commendation for the thor- 
oughness with which the investigation and 
~~ aie of the material has been carried 
out. 

The appeal of this scholarly production 
will be to the specialist rather than to the 
general reader. Invaluable as a reference 
work, it is far too voluminous a treatment 
of the subject for those who do not have 
a. wealth of leisure time at their command. 
In fact, the eight hundred pages in Volume 
III will prove to be a sort of wilderness 
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journey for readers who do not have the 
patience to traverse virtually the same 
ground over and over again. 

One is impressed with the large number 
of intellectual leaders at home and abroad 
who gave themselves to an intensive study 
of prophetic theme during the last two cen- 
turies. But the overwhelming majority of 
them, while premillennial in their position, 
were nevertheless committeed to the his- 
toricist school in their interpretation of 
Daniel and Revelation. More specifically 
they held the bulk of the Apocalypse to be 
a preview of Christian history; they fol- 
lowed the year-day principle in their expo- 
sition of the prophetic portions of Daniel; 
they identified the Antichrist with the 
papacy; they held the ten kings in Revela- 
tion to represent the barbarian tribes that 
swept over the frontiers of the empire with 
the fall of Rome. 

The author treats of the rise of the futur- 
istic school of prophetic interpretation, but 
evidently regards it as an aberration and a 
pro-Romanist movement. But the reviewer 
is more convinced than ever after reading 
this volume of the untenability of the 
historicist position and of the scriptural 
— of the futuristic school of prophetic 
study.

Those Responsible for the Second 
World War, by D. Tomitch. 


The title page of this pamphlet states that 
it was “originally published in France, Jan- 
uary, 1946, as an official communication to 
the Freemiasons of Europe and America.” 
It was translatel from the French by L. H. 
Lehmann. It is an indictment of Roman 
Catholicism in general, and the Vatican in 
particular, charging complicity by the Vati- 
can in intrigues which, directly or indi- 
rectly, brought on the great conflict of 1939- 
45. The author also charges Roman Catholic 
clergymen in Yugoslavia with inciting their 
parishioners “to kill the orthodox people 
and the Jews,” after the Italian invasion of 
that country. 

While of no particular value spiritually, 
this short work reveals one more phase of 
the seemingly interminable intrigues and 
counter-intrigues of European politics.

THREEFOLD program for European 
A evangelism was launched recently by 
Moody Bible Institute, according to an 

_announcement by Dr. William Culbert- 
son, acting president. Distribution of the 
natural science film “The God of Crea- 
tion,” in England, Germany, and Hol- 
land; extensive printing of foreign lan- 
guage books and tracts in Switzerland; 
and training of European students at the 
Institute, comprise the plan. 

As the Institute officials studied the 
graphic report brought back by the four- 
teen government-appointed clergymen 
who toured the occupied countries, they

felt that immediate action was not only 
important, but absolutely compulsory to 
stem the rising tide of Communism and 
Romanism there. 

After the first announcement at “Fam- 
ily Night,” October 9, Robert L. Con- 
stable, vice-president, and Dr. Irwin A. 
Moon, director of Moody Institute of Sci- 
ence, boarded a plane, October 20, for 
Europe to contact church leaders, gov- 
ernment Officials and Christian business- 
men to arrange extensive showings of 
“The God of Creation.” 

The forty-minute sound-color film, 
which has been shown to nearly two mil- 
lion people in this country, should pro- 
vide a good opening wedge for the work 
of the Christian Church in Europe, Mr. 
Constable: believes. “We hope to show it 
in schools and universities first,” he 
stated, “and thereby attract non-church- 
goers into the churches for evening show- 
ings. It will then be -up to the local 
churches to do the rest.” 

Sometime during his month’s visit, Mr. 
Constable will go to Switzerland to com- 
plete arrangements for printing Moody 
Colportage books and tracts there. With 
the subsequent saving of printing and 
shipping costs, twice the present output 
can be distributed to needy European 
countries.

SHOULDER 


Dear Brethren: 

I am just in receipt of your circular 
about the death of Dr. Houghton, and I 
thank you that you did not forget even 
me who was only a student during four- 
teen months in 1897-98, fifty years ago. 
At that time I had to return to Russia 
to do military service in the Imperial 
Russian Army. 

Even though I did not know Dr. Hough- 
ton, I feel with the Institute family as 
one of its members. God has privileged 
me to know what death of loved ones 
means, and it is hard to lose such a fa- 
ther in Christ. May God the Almighty 
give you a successor for this task in the 
Institute, just as He in His love had up 
to now entrusted it to such valiant sol- 
diers for the full truth. 

How can I better testify to what I re- 
ceived during those short months under 
the leadership of Dr. Torrey and Dr. 
Gray, and all such teachers as William 
Newell, Dr. Scofield and others, except 
in drawing in short words the result of 
my life. 

Twenty-eight years ago our Lord 
brought me with my family, after I had 
returned from the front of the first 
world-wide war, an invalid and refugee 
to this out-of-the-way place. Yet it was 
just the place where our children had 
the true spiritual food under the minis- 
try of the Liebenzeller Mission (in-con- 
nection with the China Inland Mission). 

During this last war we lost our four 
youngest children, three boys at the front 
and the daughter, a pastor’s helper; but 
we know we shall meet them at the 
throne of the Lamb of God, and together 
adore Him who bought us with His blood. 
When I received the news of the death of 
the last of the four, our youngest, my 
wife lay on a stretcher having just lost 
half of her right hand by a particle of 
an air bomb. When she gained con- 
sciousness after the operation, I sitting 
at her side, she asked me, “Do you know 
anything about our youngest?” “Yes, it 
is very well with him!” “How do you 
know it?” she asked. “He is with the 
Lord.” She was at,once fully awake. 
“Praise be to God!” was all she said. 

And we learned since more and more 
to praise our heavenly Father for such

T WAS THE First day of Christmas vaca- 
tion and Deedee and I had felt real 
luxurious at being able to sleep till after 
nine. When we opened our eyes, there was 
an awesome hush everywhere as fluffy 
white snow sifted like some delicate frost- 
ing over all the world outside. 

Suddenly, lying there in bed I felt that 
familiar old Christmas thrill. It started 
down in my toes and spread all over in 
the same old wave of excitement that had 
always been connected with Christmas. I 
bounced out of bed and pulled Deedee’s 
legs. 

“Come on, you old lazy bones. Christ- 
mas is almost here.” 

We ate breakfast in our bathrobes, de- 
vouring two stacks of feathery wheat 
cakes with all the enthusiasm that pulsed 
inside us, as we talked of holiday plans. 
Now that the snow was here, we could set 
the date for our coasting party. Besides 
that, we were already invited to three 
other parties. 

Then there was that big question of the 
gifts. In spite of our vows last year, we’d 
left them all till the last week again. But 
after all, that scurried, secret Christmas 
shopping was an important part of this 
wonderful excitement. We both loved it! 

Just as we were scraping up the last 
bit of syrup om our plates Mother came 
in with a stack of mail and a very serious 
look on her face. It was the usual assort- 
ment of Christmas cards and another 
invitation to a party on New Year’s Eve. 

But we laid them aside when Mother 
said, “I’ve something to talk over with 
you when you’re through.” She pulled out 
a chair at the table and poured herself 
another cup of coffee. 

“Come on, Mom, this suspense is ter- 
rible. Is it what we’re going to get for 
Dad this year? Or are you telling us 
what he’s getting us?” 

She laughed at our feeble joke. “No, 
you’re way off. This is something impor- 
tant for a change.” 

Then she told us about the new plan for 
Christmas, and Deedee and I sat there 
very quietly trying not to show the woe- 
fulness of our disappointment. But it was 
hard, even though we knew she was right 
about the new plan. When she asked us 
if we were willing, somehow we managed 
to agree. I felt guilty for not being more 
enthusiastic, and I guess Deedee did too. 
But after all, our Christmas was ruined! 


Back up in our room we plopped down 
on the beds like two limp sacks. What a 
predicament! Mother and Dad were per- 
fectly right about the real spirit of 
Christmas being that of sacrifice and 
giving. Every Christmas we heard it on 
the radio and everywhere. But why did 
they have to pick this year to upset all 
our plans and ruin our Christmas? 

“Well, anyway, she said that we could 
do what we wanted about our gifts to 
each other,” Deedee broke the mournful 
silence. “I’m in favor of leaving them just 
as we’d planned.” 

This was quite a relief to me, for one 
of the things I’d been lamenting was the 
loss of the gorgeous red skating sweater 
that matched the one I was getting for 
Deedee.

Their gifts won’t have 
to be as nice as the ones we would have 
given to Mother and Dad.” 

There was dead silence then as I looked 
out the window and wondered what Dad 
and Mom would have given us if it hadn’t 
been for this new plan. I guessed from 
the mournful look on Deedee’s face that 
she was thinking the same. 


War Christmas Eve Dad 
helped us with the tree while Mother was 
busy in the kitchen making pies and 
fixing the usual Christmas dinner delica- 
cies, about three times as big as usual 
because there were so many kids in the 
Schwartz family. 

Dad tried to cheer us up, and ome 
the carols on the radio a little louder 
when he came down the ladder after 
fixing the lights at the very top. Dee and 
I really did try to act enthusiastic, but 
ours was a damp sort of enthusiasm. All 
we could think of was Christmas without 
any gifts for us, and it was hard to get 
keyed up. 

It helped a little when we piled the 
packages around the foot of the tree. 
There were a lot of them, but of course 
none with our names on. Dee and I had 
kept our boxes with the sweaters in up- 
stairs. These were the toys and clothes 
we’d gotten for the Schwartz’ children 


. . Mostly practical things, like winter 
underwear and socks and mittens. Mother 
had gone shopping with us and had sug- 
gested these things, but she hadn’t told 
us what she and Dad had bought. 


are MORNING I woke up 
before Deedee did, so quietly I put my 
gaily wrapped box by her head. Maybe it 
would lessen that empty feeling that had 
greeted me when I’d opened my eyes to 
this Christmas Day. 

Suddenly Deedee was awake and bur- 
rowing in the closet for the box she’d 
wrapped. We kissed each other and cere- 
moniously opened the red and green 
skating sweaters we already knew about. 
They were the only gifts we’d be getting, 
so we sat cross-legged in bed for a while 
and admired them, half gladly, and half 
sadly. 

Dee went with Dad to pick up the 
Schwartz family, and I stayed to help 
Mother with the table. There were red 
candles and silver bells, and everything 
looked as gay as it always had. Mother 
was doing about five things at once, but 
wasn’t too busy to hum happily to herself. 
I tried to be cheerful anyway. 

At family prayers after breakfast, Dad 


had told us that today was probably one © 


of the most important days we’d ever 
have, and he knew that we wouldn’t let 
anything spoil it. When he was praying, 
I’d asked the Lord to forgive me, and to 
somehow help me to forget myself and 
really have the right attitude toward 
this new plan, and especially toward the 
Schwartzes. 

It was all so strange when they ar- 
rived and stood around awkwardly. They 
hadn’t been over from Germany very 
long and we could hardly understand 
anything they said, except for the two 
older girls who’d had English in school 
over there before the war. 

Dad had made a fire in the fireplace, 
and they gathered around it and warmed 
their hands, which I noticed were red 
and cracked. The children had new shoes 
on, but pale Mrs. Schwartz looked as if 
hers were ready to fall apart. 

I can’t remember all that happened 
after that until we were seated around 
the trees and Dad had little Hans trot- 
ting back and forth from one to another 
with packages. His blue eyes were fairly 
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pulging out of his head, especially when- 
ever he added another to the little pile 
by his own place. 

Not a child moved until every package 
was distributed. They just sat with wide 
eyes and said a subdued “Thenk yoo” at 
each package they got. Mrs. Schwartz 
tried not to, but I saw her sobbing softly 
in her handkerchief. Maybe she was 
thinking of her husband and older son. 
Dad had told us how they were killed 
in the war. 

When all the gifts were given out, we 
thought there’d be a mad scramble as 
each one raced to see what he’d got. But 
they just sat there till Matilda, the oldest, 


= got up and shyly took four little packages 


from her pocket, giving them to each of 
us with a curtsy and a broken “Merry 


) Christmas.” 


While the children tore excitedly at 
their gifts, I slowly untied the red string 
and opened my gift. It was a little hand- 
kerchief with crocheted edge in red—the 
same red as the string I’d untied. I felt 
sort of dizzy and empty inside. They’d 
made this just for me. They didn’t have 
enough food or clothes, but they hadn’t 
forgotten gifts for each of us. Deedee was 
bending over a little white square edged 
in green, and I knew just how she felt. 
We always reacted to things about the 
same, and all of a sudden we slipped out 
of the room together and upstairs to our 
room.

How I Came to Write Youth) 


N RECENT YEARS there has been a grow- 

ing interest among young people in 
the things of God. This can be sensed in 
the rise of many youth organizations 
across the land, the popularity of youth 
rallies, and the fresh impetus felt by 
many churches in youth work. 

When the present awakening among 
young people began to assume the pro- 
portions of a genuine Holy Spirit revival, 
Christian people found themselves unpre- 
pared to meet the demand for literature 
written especially for the younger gener- 
ation. 

Despite the fact that our presses had 
been pouring out books of-all kinds for 
years, there was very little material well 
suited to challenge and help young people 
in a serious study of the Word of God 
and in preparation for Christian service. 

Among those who were concerned 
about this great need for a new literature 
to meet the new situation was Dr. Will 
H. Houghton, late president of Moody 
Bible Institute. One day I received a let- 
ter inviting me to join the Institute 
faculty. In the letter Dr. Houghton wrote: 
“We plan to make it possible for you to 
devote much of your time to writing. 
There is urgent need for a course of 
studies for the thousands of young people 
whom God has been so wonderfully meet- 
ing of late, in our churches, on the cam- 
puses, and in youth rallies. We are con- 
vinced that a suitable course would be 
well received.” 

So I came to Chicago to teach and to 
write Youth Triumphant. There were in 
the Institute library 30,000 volumes deal- 
ing with every field of Christian truth: 
Bible study, doctrine, theology, missions, 
history, biography, evangelism, archae- 
ology, and hundreds of other subjects of 
interest to God’s people. The problem 
was: What truths shall I select from this 
great reservoir? What do young people 
need to know? 

It was absolutely necessary, in prepar- 
ing a correspondence course for study, to 
grip the hearts of young people, to sustain 
their interest until the course was com- 
pleted, and to leave them with an en- 
thusiastic determination to go on to other 
studies, that they might be “approved 
unto God, workmen needing not to be 
ashamed.” 

The problem was solved by consulta- 
tion with leaders in various branches of 
God’s new work with young people, and 
by drawing upon my few years of experi- 
ence with question and answer periods in 
Bible conferences. The fact that young 
people asked the same questions year 
after year, in various parts of the coun- 
try, indicated that they had needs which 
were not being met, and that their long- 
ing for definite answers to specific ques- 
tions was not being satisfied. 

From this inquiry with leaders three

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subjects stood out as of first. importance. 
There was a deep interest in the Bible; a 
hunger for a knowledge of God’s will in 
the choice of a vocation, as well as in 
what are usually termed “questionable 
amusements”; and a desire to know just 
what kind of life God expects of His chil- 
dren on earth. 

To meet these three needs, three text- 
books were planned, of ten lessons each, 
on “The Word of God,” “The Will of 
God,” and “The Work of God.” Every 
modern device calculated to make the 
textbooks attractive and interesting was 
to be used, including spiral binding, well- 
designed covers, and above all, objective 
examinations of the true-false and multi- 
ple-choice type. 

Youth Triumphant, we felt, must pre- 
sent the cream of the countless volumes 
available in our great evangelical libra- 
ries, if it was to succeed in creating a 
thirst for the Word of God by giving a 
taste of its riches. We remembered that 
every great revival has had its roots in a 
renewal of interest in the Scriptures. We 
knew God could be expected to bless any 
effort made in the direction of stimu- 
lating interest in His Word. 

Because of the powerful anti-Bible 
propaganda carried on in America for 
many years, it was necessary to demon- 
strate, in the first volume, that the Scrip- 
tures are absolutely unassailable except 
by misrepresentation and fraud. There- 
fore, attention was called to the strange 
phenomenon that teachers and others 
who attack the Bible, at the same time 
worship at the shrine of such pagan 
philosophers as Plato and Aristotle. This 
is a strange fact, because these philoso- 
phers taught many ridiculous things in 
their works—things that would bring 
laughter to a grammar school child today, 
whereas the Bible contains not a single 
statement at variance with modern dis- 
covery or scientific fact! 

Plato wrote, “The world became a living 
soul, and truly rational.” Aristotle taught 
that every visible thing was made of four 
original elements—fire, air, earth and 
water. 

Why a Book without error should be 
openly scorned or treated with tolerant 
contempt, while pagan works containing 
such foolish statements should be re- 
spected and studied, is a curious phenom- 
enon for which there is only one explana- 
tion. It is found in the Bible in such 
passages as I Corinthians 2:14 and 
If Corinthians 4:3, 4. There Paul explains 
that “the natural man receiveth not the 
things of the Spirit of God . . . because 
they are spiritually discerned,” and that 
“the god of this world hath blinded the 
minds of them which believe not.” 


 —_ THE COURSE of studies 
was published, proof was quickly forth- 
coming that students in our high schools 
and colleges, as well as pastors and lay- 


men, appreciated a fresh presentation of 
some of the great evidences for our most 
holy faith. 

Young people, faced with the ignorant 
charge that the Bible teaches that the 
world is flat, could reply by demonstrat- 
ing from the Bible itself that it refers to 
the earth as a rotating sphere, suspended 
in space. 

Christian students in medical schools 
were delighted to learn that wherever it 
touches upon the subject, the Bible is 
found to be perfectly in keeping with 
modern practice, even anticipating recent 
medical discoveries. 

Other evidence from Scripture, in such 
fields as geology, chemistry, and meteor-f 
ology, proved to be exciting new truth inf 
support of the Bible, to young people in 
schools where many had lost their faith. 

Lessons on archaeology and Bible 
prophecy had the effect of sending Chris- 
tians to the bookstores in search of vol- 
umes dealing more largely with these 
fascinating subjects. 

To mention but one problem brought 
by young people to their leaders in hope 
of a satisfactory explanation, the widely 
publicized Mother Shipton prophecies 
had confused many. In tracts, and even 
in some religious papers, the works of 
this supposed prophetess were printed in 
the credulous belief that here was a 
woman whose work could stand along- 
side God’s Word as genuine prophecy. 
The impression was created that there 
are other collections of prophecies just as 
wonderful as those found in the Bible. 

It did not require much research to 
learn that the whole Mother Shipton 
story was a deliberate fraud, perpetrated 
by a man named Charles Hindley in the 
year 1862. He took an imaginary biogra- 
phy of this fictitious character, added 
some prophecies of his own, and pub- 
lished a book which deceived some gulli- 
ble folk for a time. In 1873 he admitted 
having forged the predictions. 

By including a “prophecy” of the dis- 
covery of steam, he made quite an im- 
pression on those who were ignorant of 
the fact that Fulton’s steamboat, the 
Clermont, was operating on the Hudson 
River fifty-five years before Hindley fab- 
ricated the Shipton falsehood. The only 
true prophecies in Mother Shipton’s verse 
are those which were taken directly from 
God’s Word. 


i‘. THE PREPARATION Of the sec- 
ond volume of the study course, dealing 
with the will of God, it was surprising to 
find that there was no adequate treat- 
ment in print of this subject to which the 
Bible devotes a great deal of space.

God’s will for them, from complete igno- 
rance of the fact that there is a divine 
blueprint for every life, to the notion that 
we are to be guided by the first verse we 
see On opening the Bible at random. 

The inductive study of God’s Word on 
this subject led to an organized body of 
truth which is exhaustive and satisfying. 
We are promised success and prosperity 
in the work we are given to do (Josh. 1:8; 
Ps. 1:3). God is interested in us person- 
ally (Ps. 32:8) ; He is willing to direct our 
every step (Ps. 37:23) .and select for us 
every right path (Prov. 3:6). 

Moreover, “the Lord shall guide thee 
continually” (Isa. 58:11) in a plain path- 
way (Prov. 15:19); and His will is always 
good, acceptable, and perfect (Rom. 
12:2). 

Just how a: believer discovers God’s 
plan and purpose for his life is a delight- 
ful study in the Scriptures, which out- 
line carefully a series of definite condi- 
tions which lead to the certain knowl-

the Bible which have been given for the 
purpose of guiding God’s people aright in 


When young people are given these 


“peteat principles, together with some of 


the pertinent facts concerning matters 
Which perplex them, they find their prob- 
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lems solved. They are able to make intel- 
ligent decisions, not on the basis of the 
prejudiced opinion of some leader who 
knows little of the Word of God, but on 
the basis of eternal principles and de- 
monstrable facts. 


Waar IS THE common de- 
nominator of right living for all Chris- 
tians? Young people cannot be expected 
to learn all of the hundreds of precepts 
found throughout the Bible. There are 
nearly forty such precepts found in 
Romans 12 alone. 

The Spirit of God has been pleased to 
include in the inspired record a number 
of brief summaries of truth which cover 
every human relationship. These inspired 
apostolic creeds, much more complete 
than the Apostles’ Creed, which we.re- 
peat in our church services, were chosen 
as the basis of the third textbook. 

For example, anyone can memorize 
Titus 2:11-14, and if he knows what this 
brief Scripture portion really teaches, he 
has a God-given outline of the Christian 
life, into which additional detailed bits 
of instruction can be fitted as they are 
learned. 

Since the only hope of the Church in 
our time is the winning of the lost by the 
personal testimony and godly living of 
people who have already experienced the 
new birth, the life of faith would not be 
complete without an emphasis on soul- 
winning. To meet this great need, some 
of the lessons in the third book of studies 
were devoted to the principles for suc- 
cessful personal work for Christ. 

When Youth Triumphant was first 


published and offered as a correspond- 
ence course in 1946, no one anticipated 
the eagerness with which young people 
everywhere would accept it. City-wide 
classes of hundreds of young people were 
organized; churches subscribed to the 
course for their Christian Endeavor and 
other groups; pastors, housewives and 
businessmen completed the series of 
studies and asked for further material. 

I would be the last to contend that the 
unprecedented success of this course is 
due to unusual skill in the way it was 
written, for its only commendable qual- 
ity, if it has one, is its simplicity of 
presentation. 

It is not due to new and wonderful 
discoveries cf truth, for much of its sub- 
ject matter is available elsewhere, in 
older works to be found in most Christian 
libraries. The material is not exhaustive, 
nor especially scholarly. 


Tz course was written to 
meet a definite need, at a time when 
there was a famine of plain-spoken 
teaching about God’s Word in the lan- 
guage of young people today. Perhaps 
this will suggest to other more capable 
teachers and writers that there are other 
needs now waiting to be met by someone. 

Every effort made to discover and meet 
such needs will be honored and blessed 
by the Lord Jesus Christ. If enough men 
of God will devote themselves to a writ- 
ten ministry calculated to give to God’s 
people what their hearts are yearning to 
receive, it may be that we shall yet see 
the greatest revival the world has ever 
known.

o not begin your message with a 

lengthy introduction when you are 
to illustrate it with a drawing. Your audi- 
ence knows that you are there to draw as 
well as to speak, and are eager for you to 
start. Say a few introductory words as 
you draw. 

You may stop drawing at intervals and 
face your audience, but you must not stop 
talking until you are finished, lest they 
lose the continuity of thought. 

Concentrate on your message; let the 
drawing of the illustration take care of 
itself. 

Your position at the board is of utmost 
importance, for everyone wants to see you 
draw. The outline of your picture has al- 
ready been sketched lightly in pencil (see 
my first article in February, 1947, issue), 
so that all you need to do now is trace it 


with chalk or crayon. You can stand to 
one side and do this as shown in figure 1. 

It is essential that you hold the crayon 
correctly. If you hold it as you do a pen 
or pencil, at times your hand will obstruct 
your view of the line you want to trace. 
There is no possibility of that happening 
if you hold it as illustrated in figure 2. 
Be sure the blunt end does not touch the 
palm of your hand. If you practice hold- 
ing it in this manner it will not be long 
before you will be able to trace with ease. 

When possible prepare your message so 
that you will be drawing an object di- 
rectly related to it as you speak. This is 
not always possible, so don’t get discour- 
aged if you are unable to do so. You can 
do effective work even though you may 
not be tracing the object of which you 
are speaking.

INETY PER CENT Of all young people’s 
societies do not give sufficient oppor- 
tunity for expression or discussion. 

Though the young people’s meeting in a 
church is supposed to be the place where 
young men and women learn to take ac- 
tive part, a survey conducted recently in 
more than 700 societies in the United 
States, Canada, and Hawaii shows that 
nine out of ten meetings are conducted 
by the pastor or outside speakers. Of the 
remaining 10 per cent, about half re- 
ported that they have “canned” meetings, 
where members, with little preparation, 
read “clipped” programs taken from some 
manual or guide book. 

From the groups where a constructive 
and helpful program is in operation some 
definite suggestions were gleaned that 
should be helpful to leaders of other 
groups where the young people’s Sunday 
evening meeting isn’t up to par. 

Suggestion number one is to start 
building a library of books and magazines 
that may be used regularly by your mem- 
bers in planning their meetings. No one 
source should be followed slavishly. 
Everything should be done to prevent 
members from having “canned” pro- 
grams. Make something big of your li- 


brary. Get your members reading differ- 
ent books and preparing adequately when 
they are to take part on a program. 

Financing the project is something that 
can be worked out in each church. Adults 
may be glad to donate suitable books. 
Others will have to be purchased with 
society funds or contributions. 

Here is a list of some helpful literature. 
It isn’t complete by any means. No doubt 
many others could be added. Nor can we 
say, “We approve 100 per cent of every 
book in this list.” These are the ones that 
successful young people’s societies are 
using.

The Right Time to Testify 


HERE'S an interesting story tucked 

away in Psalm 137 that answers the 
question implied in our title this month. 
Turn to it quickly in your own Bible and 
read the psalm. 

You will see that it was written by one 
of the Israelites during their captivity in 
Babylon, after they had been carried 
away in defeat from their own land. 
There they sat down and wept for Jeru- 
salem. (Have you ever been homesick? 
You know how they felt.) When their 
captors insisted on their singing a song, 
they replied, “How shall we sing the 
Lord’s song in a strange land?” 

Now for a personal application. These 
were the Lord’s people, but they couldn’t 
sing because they were defeated and out 
of the place God intended them to be. 
Have you ever, as a young Christian, 
been called on for a “testimony” and not 
had anything to say, because you were 
“in a strange land”—that is, out of fel- 
lowship with the Lord? 

You know then that the only right 
time to testify is when everything is right 
between you and Him. If things aren’t 
right, get on your knees and get them 


straightened out with the Lord. If you’ve 
wronged someone, go straight to him and 
make it right so that you can have God’s 
cleansing and restoration. God can’t be 
expected to use your lips when your life 
is out of line. 

I remember in a high school group I 
once led that two or three unsaved fel- 
lows—the very guys we were trying most 
to reach—came one night to our meeting 
but never came back. We had had some 
testimonies that night, and I found out 
later that these fellows were saying, 
“Yeah, Joe So-and-so talks like a Chris- 
tian in those meetings, but look at how 
he lives around school!” You can’t blame 
fellows like that for staying away. 

On the other hand, I Peter 3:15 says, 
“Be ready always to give an answer to 
every man that asketh you a reason of 
the hope that is in you.” We should be 
careful never to get into a place where 
we have to keep our mouth shut because 
our life contradicts what we know we 
should say for the Lord. 

We're “saved to tell others,” so let’s 
keep our lives right in order that any 
time can be the right time to testify.

The Right Time to Testify 


HERE’S an interesting story tucked 

away in Psalm 137 that answers the 
question implied in our title this month. 
Turn to it quickly in your own Bible and 
read the psalm. 

You will see that it was written by one 
of the Israelites during their captivity in 
Babylon, after they had been carried 
away in defeat from their own land. 
There they sat down and wept for Jeru- 
salem. (Have you ever been homesick? 
You know how they felt.) When their 
captors insisted on their singing a song, 
they replied, “How shall we sing the 
Lord’s song in a strange land?” 

Now for a personal application. These 
were the Lord’s people, but they couldn’t 
sing because they were defeated and out 
of the place God intended them to be. 
Have you ever, as a young Christian, 
been called on for a “testimony” and not 
had anything to say, because you were 
“in a strange land’—that is, out of fel- 
lowship with the Lord? 

You know then that the only right 
time to testify is when everything is right 
between you and Him. If things aren’t 
right, get on your knees and get them

straightened out with the Lord. If you’ve 
wronged someone, go straight to him and 
make it right so that you can have God’s 
cleansing and restoration. God can’t be 
expected to use your lips when your life 
is out of line. 

I remember in a high school group I 
once led that two or three unsaved fel- 
lows—the very guys we were trying most 
to reach—came one night to our meeting 
but never came back. We had had some 
testimonies that night, and I found out 
later that these fellows were saying, 
“Yeah, Joe So-and-so talks like a Chris- 
tian in those meetings, but look at how 
he lives around school!” You can’t blame 
fellows like that for staying away. 

On the other hand, I Peter 3:15 says, 
“Be ready always to give an answer to 
every man that asketh you a reason of 
the hope that is in you.” We should be 
careful never to get into a place where 
we have to keep our mouth shut because 
our life contradicts what we know we 
should say for the Lord. 

We're “saved to tell others,” so let’s 
keep our lives right in order that any 
time can be the right time to testify.
